The Nabob, as he is ufually termed, 
or properly the Nazim of a provincQ, is 
dn officer of the Mogul government, ap- 
pointed to fuperintend the affairs of the 
province during the pleafure of the 
court. This commiflion extends not 
even to the life. of the pofTeflbr, and in 
the early times of the. empire it was ufu-^ 
al to make frequent removals, to.prevent 
the dangerous efFe<fts of an incrcafing in- 
fluence. Neither, according to the oii** 
^inal inftitution, has he any right to 
interfere in the manageqcient of the reve- 
nues, which branch belongs to another 
officer, called the Dewan, appointed alfo ' 
by the court, and in every refped; indepen- 
dent of the Nazim. It is true, that fince 
the authority of the emperors began to 
decline, the Nazims, taking advantage of 
the diftradbions of the ftate, have gene- 
rally eftablifhed themfelves in fuch a de- 
gree of independency, as to pay little 
more than a nominal obedience to the 
court.- The forms are ftill kept up, but 

they 
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they ferve only to flicw what was the origi- 
nal 6onftitutiofl. The Dewan is ftill ap- 
pointed by a commiflion from the court, 
but tlje intereft, or rather the force, of 
the Nazim procures it in the name of 
his fon, or neareft relation. Upon the 
death of a Nazim, the fuccefSon, whe- 
ther continued in the fame family, or 
ieized by a ftroriger, is pot <:6nfidefed as 
valid, tiU confirmed by the Imperial pa- 
tent ; but this' the actual poifeflbr find$ 
no difficulty in obtaining. - 

Abou^t fixty years ago, we find Jaf- 
fier Cawn in the gftvernn^nt of Bengal. 
He was fent from Delly, and held it 'till 
his death, whitlh happened in 1725. 
> Shujah Cawn, oif a different fami- 
ly, was fent from court to fucceed him, 
and , governed the province till 1739, 
when he died. 

, His fdn Serfraz Cawn, hoping to find 
a party ftrong enough to fupport him, 
took pofleffion of the government, but 
maintained hitafclf in it only three years. 
,. AlliverdeJsB Cawn, -without any 
other title than his ambition, brought 
B 3 an 
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ftn army from Patnii> kUled Serfrac C«wa 
in battle, and (sized iht Niz&mut kk 
1742* He ibon obtained a confiraiatioil 
from Dellyf and by aiSx:iating his grands 
fon Serajah Dowla in the govemmentf 
gave him an oppoftonity of fecuring the 
fucceflion. 

Serajah Dowla fucceeded his 
grandfather in 1756^ and the next year 
was dcpofed by the Engliiht who coo* 
ferred the government on Meer Jaffier# 
One of the principal officers of his armyt 
although many of the families of Serfraz 
Cawn and AUiverdee Cawn were, theft 
living.

purchafed from the Zemindars, and the 
ftated rent V thereof, being one thoufand 
one hundred and ninety-five rupees fix 
annas, they pay annually. And there 
are thirty-eight villages, the rents, of 
which amount to eight thoufand one 
hundred and twentyrone rupees and eight 
annas, may the taalucdarree of . thefe 
villages alfo be granted, the rents there- 
of to be paid yearly by them, and the 
income to be received by them. 

The refpe<aable. order is paflled. Let 
credit be given to a copy under die feaF 
of the Kazzee ; we command, that they 
hold as ufual the villages which they 
have purchafed, and grant them the taa- 
look of the other villages before-men* 
tioned ; let them purchafe them from the 
owners, and let the Dewan of the pro- 
vince yield them poflcffion.

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They have alfo rcpr^fehted, that 
from the time of his blefled Majefty, 
who is received iftto the Divine Gracc» 
a difcount is taken in the treafuries of the 
provinces upon the coins of Cheenapaf*.

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the lame privilege was «ctendcd hy their 
indulgence to their covenanted fervants^ 
with an exprefs exception^ of the trade in 
fait, beetle-nut, and Qther .articles, by 
which the revenues of the government 
wx>uld be prejudiced without aiiy benefit 
to the Company. 

Upon this footing the trade of the 
Engliih was conduced in Bengal froni 
the year 1716 to 1756, fubje£t however 
to many interruptions from the avaricie 
and power of the Nabobs, who could not 
be reftrained by the order of the diftant 
emperor, from extorting money from the 
Company by various n\eans. Upon a 
complaint or prdtepce of an injuiy; don^ 
to one of the inhabitants of the coun- 
try, or an illicit trade carried on by any 
fervant of the Company, the Nabob 
would give orders to flop the currency of 
their bufinefs ; nor could this obAacle 
be taken off, but by the payment of a 
large fum of money; and fometimes 
without any pretence, but that of the 
exigency of the ftate, the Nabob would 
demand an aid from all the European 

fettle- 
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fetdementSy and all were obliged to 
pay. 

To fecure the power of continuing 
thefe exad:ions, the Nabobs pofitively 
forbad our erc<Sting any fortifications} 
and to prevent our making any advances 
towards an authority over the people of 
the country, we were not fufFered to 
execute our own laws in capital cafes over 
the fubjefts of the Nabob, though em* 
ployed within our own fettlement, and 
refiding within our limits ; much lels 
durft we give protedlion to any fervant 
of the country government, or inhabitant 
of the country, who might feek a retreat 
under our flag. 

At length, in the year 1756, came a 
Nabob, who was not to be fatisfied by 
levying a fum ot money like his pre- 
deceflbrs. Serajah Dowla, fucceeding 
his grandfather, promifed himfelf a vaft 
treafure at once from the plunder of the 
town of Calcutta ; and {6^ upon pre- 
tence of our building new fortifications, 
or in refentment of our protedtion given 
to a fubjeft of the government (for both 

Vol. I, C thefe 
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thefc reafons i;?nerc urged) he attacked, 
and took all the Company's fettlemeats 
in Bengal, and thus the country govern- 
ment, by an extravagant and cruel abufe 
of their power over us, opened the way 
for the deftruiftion of that powcr^ and 
for our future iecurity. 

iTtt E fuccefs of the fea and land forces 
which were fent to Bengal, upon the 
Tiews of the capture of Calcutta, under 
the command of Admiral Watlbn and 
Colonel Clive, is fufficiently known. Af*- 
ter recovering our fettlements, and agree- 
ing to an acccMnmodation with Serajah 
Dowla, it was fufpe6ted that he ftill had 
hoftile defigns, and therefore it was re« 
fblved to recommence the war againft 
him. Meer Jaffier, then one of his 
principal officers, promifed to join with 
us, upon condition that the govemmcfit 
fhould be conferred upon him after the 
defeat of Serajah Dowla. 

All thefe defigns were executed whh 
fuccefs. We had now a Nabob of our 
own making, and abfolutely dependent 
upon us for his jeftabliihment and future 

fecu- 
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fccurity. By our influence in the coun- 
try the Company's trade was freed from 
the impofitions it was before liable to, 
and they enjoyed the benefit of the Fir^ 
jtnaun in its full extent ; but their new 
conne<^ions brought on a vafl increafe of 
.expences in every branch, for which it 
very foon appeared a fufficient provifion 
was not made. The following is a copy 
of tlie Treaty with Mecr Jaffier, 

Tranjlation of the Treaty executed by

#< P I R S T, Whatever articles were 
agreed upon in the time of peace 
with «he Nabob Serajah Dowla I agre6 
to coroply with. 

^coND, The enemies of the Englifh

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Fourth, InconfiderationoftheloiTes 
Vfhich the Englifh Cotnpany have fuilain- 
cd by the plunder and capture of Cal* 
cutta by the Nabob, and the charges occa- 
fioned by the maintenance of their offi- 
cers, I will give them a crore of rupees. 

Fifth, For the efFefts plundered from 
the Englifh inhabitants of Calcutta, I 
Vi^tt to give fifty lacks of rupees. 

Sixth, For the efFedts plundered from 
the Gentoos, MufTulmen and other fub- 
jefts of Calcutta, twenty lacks of rupees^ 
fhall be given. 

Seventh, For the efFefts plundered 
frora the Armenian inhabitants of Cal- 
cutta I will give the fum of feven lacks 
of rupees : the diflribution of the fums 
allotted the natives, Englifh inhabitants, 
Gentoos and MufTulmen, fhall be left to 
the Admiral and Colonel Clive, and the 
refl of the Council, to be difpofed of by 
them, to whom they think proper. 

Eighth, Within the ditch which fur- 
rounds the borders of Calcutta, are tradts 
of land belonging to feveral zemindars; 
befidesthisj I will grant the Englifh Com- 
pany 
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pany fix hundred yards without the ditch. 

Ninth, all the land lying to the fouth 
of Calcutta as far as Culpee, fhall be 
the zemindarrec of the English Company,' 
and all the officers of thofe parts ihall 
be under their jurifdiftion, the revenues 
to be paid by them (the Company) In the 
fame manner with other zemindars. 

Tenth, Whenever I demand the 
Englifh afliftance* I will be at the charge 
of the maintenance of their troops- 

Eleventh, I will not eredl any new 
fortifications below Hoogly near the 
river Ganges* 

Twelfth, As foon as I am efta- 
bliflied in the government of the three 
provinces, the aforefard fums fhall be 
faithfully paid. 

Dated i5thRamezan, in the fourth 
, year of the King*s reign." 

- The Idea of provifion for the future 
feems to have been loft, in the apparent 
immenfity of the fum ftipulated for com- 
penfation of the Company's lofles at the 
capture of Calcutta, The expences 
C 3 of 
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of Bengal and the coaft, the fum^ fbf 
carrying on the Company's trade at both 
places, and a provifion likewife for the 
China trade, all was to be paid out of 
this fund, at firft thought inexhauftible, 
but in lefs than two years it was found 
neceffary to take up money at intereft^ 
although large fums had been received 
befides for bills upon the Court of Di- 
recSbors. • 

T o ftate this account fight, the fum 
for compenfation fhould be kt againfl: 
the paft lolTes of the Company, and irt 
truth it will not more than repair them* 
If we examine further the confequences 
of this event, we fliall find, that 
from a commercial body, founded up- 
on a fyftem of oeconomy, we are be- 
come from this moment a military and 
political body; we have entered into 
connexions with the country govern- 
ment ; we have begun a fortification up- 
on a very extenfive plan, to render our 
influence and command perlnanent and 
fecure againft all accidents ; we have ta- 
ken upon us th6 defence of the provinces, 

and 
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and our expences will be daily in- 
creafing by an augmentation of fepoy$ 
fuid other country forces, by larger de- 
mand? of troops from England, with 
conftant fupplies of artillery and military 
ftoresi proportionate to ourprefent engage-r 
ments gnd views, and laftly, by the pur* 
chafe of materials and pay of workmen 
for carrying on the new fort. 

To anfwcr all which it is ftipulated in 
the treaty, that whenever the Nabob de- 
mands the afliftance of the Englifh, 
he will be at the charge of the mainte- 
nance of the troops ; which charge it was 
afterwards agreed, fhould be computed 
at the rate of one lack of rupees per 
month, to be paid by the Nabob during 
the time the army fhould be aftually in 
the field- This would barely pay the 
immediate field expences of the army ; 
it did not at all take in the increafe of 
the military eftablifliment in general, 
which heavy expence, when the troops 
were in garrifon, fell entirely upon the 
Company \ nor was any provifion made 
for the extenfive fortifications, and the 
C 4 vaft 
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vaft charge of military ilores both at home 
and abroad. 

Any ftock which is to fuffer continual 
drafts muft foon be exhauiled^ if not 
kept fupplied by fome adequate fburce 
of annual revenue. The lands round 
Calcutta, ceded by the ninth article of 
the Treaty, yielded only five or fix lacks 
per annum nett income to the Company, 
a fum of no confideration upon our pre- 
fent enlarged fyftem, and of courfe v^e 
(hall fee in the middle of the year 1760, 
the Company's aflTairs in all parts dif- 
trefled to the laft degree for want of 
money. 

With refpeft to trade, no new pri- 
vileges were afked of Meer Jaffier ; none 
indeed were wanted by the Company, 
who were contented with the terms 
granted them in 171 6, and only wifhed 
to be relieved from the impofitions to 
which they had been expofed from the 
arbitrary power of the Nabob. How- 
ever, our influence over the country was 
no fooner felt, than many innovations 
were pradifed by fome of the Compa- 
ny's 
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ny's fcrvants, or the people employed un- 
der their authority. They began to trade 
in the articles which were before prohi- 
bited, and to interfere in the aflFairs of 
the country 5 of which the Nabob com- 
plained very frequently to the Englifh 
reiident at his court, and the governor 
of Calcutta, infifting particularly, that 
no one ihould be permitted to trade in 
fait and beetle-nut- Some of thefc 
complaints will be feen in the following 
letters.

SECTION 11. 

A View of the State of the Country, 
and the Company's Affairs at Mr. Van- 
fittart's Arrival in Bengal. 

Succefs of the Shahzadda, in bis Invqfion 
g/*Bahar. — Bad Conditions of the Na- 
bobs and the Englifh Forces in that 
Province^ and of the Nabob'j troops at 
Mufhedabad.

IT is foreign to my purpofe to en- 
ter into any detail of die tranfac- 
tions of Myr Jaffier's government, from 
the time of his being raifed to the fuba- 

ihip 
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fliip, till the month of July 1760, when 
I came to Bengal to fucceed Colonel 
Clive, It is enough if I give a plain and 
diftindt view of ^e fituation in which I 
found his affairs, and the Company's < 

The greateftpart of the Nabob's and 
the Englifti forces was at Patna, to op- 
pofe the Shahzada, who for three years 
fucceffivcly had invaded the province, 
and at this time was more powerful than 
ever, by the number of difaffedted Ze- 
mindars who had joined him, or efpouf- 
ed his intereft, in different parts of the 
country. The Nabob's army coniiiled 
as ufual of a great number of undifci- 
plined people, who were never regular- 
■ ly paid, but were kept together by the 
promifes of Saddoc AUee Cawn *, the 
Nabob's fon, who commanded them, 
that he would be anfwerable for their 
arrears one time or other. Being difap- 
pointed of thefe hopes by the death of 
the Nabob's fon, who was killed by 
lightening the 3d of July, their clamo- 
rous demands could nolonger be reftrain'-

At Calcutta, the treafury was fb low, 
and our refources fo much drained, diat 
wc were obliged to put an entire ftopto 
the invcftment, and it was with the ut^ 
moft difficulty the current cxpenccs of 
the ifettlement could be provided for. 
The lack of rupees, which the ^abob 
was to pay monthly for the field-ex- 
pences of our troops, reniained, as I be- 
fore obferved, two or three months in 
arrears ; and even fuppofing it to have 
been regularly paid, was very infufficient 
for the intended ufe ; fo.that the Com- 
ply, upon this footing, would have 
fuflfered a confiderable lofs by their alli- 
ance with the Nabob,, as often as the 
fituation of affairs required their troops 
to be in the field, of which the appear- 
ance 



y\ 
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ance.of troubles on every fide, afforded 
no profpeft of an end. The Burdwan 
and Nuddea countries had been afligned 
to the Company, from April 1758, to 
April 1760, for the payment of the fums 
ftipulated in the treaty, for the reftitu- 
tion of the Company's and private laiTes 
by the capture of Calcutta. Of that a- 
mount about twenty lacks remained due, 
at the time of my arrival, although the 
term of the aflignment had been expir- 
ed fome months : and the Nabob, at the 
fame time that he could find no means 
of difcharging this balance, infifted on 
the lands being reftored to him, offer- 
ing a fecurity of jewels in their ftead. 
He fent the Royroyan, one of his princi-. 
pal officers to Calcutta, to make this de- 
mand, and at the fame time to requeft 
the loan of a fum of money to affift him 
in his diftrefs. The lall was a propofal we 
had it not in our power to comply with ; 
but the firft could nbtifi jufticeberefufed, 
as he was willing to give other fecurity, 
in lieu of the lands before afligned ; fo 
that we were abfolutely left without any

fuflfer the affairs of the nation and the 
Company to fall under the rUin they 
were threatened with. Without making 
apL attempt to feve them, and far from 
intending any injury to the Nabob, I 
confidered the prefervation of Jiis life 
V D 4 and 
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and government, as equally depending 
with our own interefts, on the immedi- 
ate profecution of fome methods for re- 
medying the difficulties with which we 
were furrounded. One principal circum- 
ftance of the impending evils fuggefted 
the firft hopes of a reformation. The 
death of the Nabob's fon had cut off the 
heir apparent of the government: he 
had two fons by concubines, and a 
grandfon, the child of his deceafed fon, 
by a concubine alfo ; the eldeft of his 
two fons was little above ten years old, 
and his grandfon an infant of a few 
months, fo diat they were incapable of 
taking care of the bufinefs, fuppofing 
the objedtion of their illegitimacy to be 
jof no weight. In thefe circumftances 
the whole province feemed to turn their 
eyes on Meer Coffim, who was married 
to Meer Jaffier's daughter, his only fur- 
. viving legitimate child ; was efteemed a 
capable man in buiinefs, and had been 
the means of preferving the city from 
plunder, and the Nabob from deftruc- 
tion, by an inmiediate payment of three 

lacks 
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lack of rupees to his troops, and becom- 
ing a fecurity for their arrears at the 
time of their tumultuoufly furrounding 
the palace \ and this he did, upon pro- 
mife of being appointed to the vacant of- 
fices of his deceaied fon, and declared 
his fuccelTor. I found Mr. Holwell and 
the Sele<5t Committee, had ftrongly re- 
commended to the Nabob to perform 
this promife ; on the other hand, Mr, 
Amyatt and Colonel Caillaud had wrote 
to him in favor of his infant grandibn, 
reprefenting, that the troops at Patna 
infifted on his being named to the va- 
cant offices, and that Raja RajebuUub, 
late Dewan to the Nabob's deceafed fon, 
fhould have the management of them 
during his minority.

THE chief objefts the Seled Com- 
mittee now had in view were,

'TuNCAws on the lands were howe- 
ver granted for the payment of the fti^ 
pulated fums at particular times, by which 
the Royroyan, Muttafuddies, Dewans, 
and every Harpty employed in the Ze- 
mindarree and revenues, became our im- 
placable enemies; and confequently a 
party was foon raifed at the Durbar, 
headed by the Nabob's fon Meeran, dnd 
Rajah Rajebullub, who were daily plan- 
ning fchemes to fhake off their depen- 
dence on the Englifli; and continually 
urging to the Nabob, that till this was 
effedted his government was a name only. 
The Nabob, fomething irritated by the 
protedtifcn given Rajah.Doolubram, and 
weak and irrefolute in himfeif, fell too 
fooii into thefe fentiments. 
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The firft ftep taken to accompliih this 
meafure of independence, was to aflaf- 
. finate, and take off, under one pretence 
or other, every minifter and officer at the 
Durbar, who they knew were attached 
to the Englifh ; in confequencc of which, 
Coja Haddy, and Coffim AUee Cawn, firft 
and fecond Buxey, were aflaffinated in 
November and December 1758 5 and af- 
ter many attempts made on the perfons 
of Rehiem Cawn, and Golam Shah, his 
uncle and brother, they were obliged to 
feek an afylum with the Shahzada in 
1759. Roydoolub, his fon, and four 
brothers, were profcribed, on no other 
account, but that of the various infor- 
mations he gave us, and his firm attach- 
ment; this family would have fallen a 
facrifice, had they not been refcued out 
of the Nabob's hands by force of arms ; 
Ameer Beg Cawn would, from the fame 
caufe, have fufFered the fame fate, had 
he not given his folemn engagement to 
quit the kingdom, which he according- 
ly did. *-

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'bob, on a conduft which he told him

His troops 
clamorous at the fame tinie for their pay, 
whilft the Nabob, in place of appropri- 
ating the fums he had v acquired by re- 
' peated aflaffinations to the juft demands 
of his jemmatdarsand troops, laviftied the 
fame in boundlefs extravagancies. 

About the latter end of July i759,thc 
yoimg Nabob arrived on a pretended vi- 
iit to Colonel Clive, but the real motive 
was to negotiate, if poffible, the deli- 
very of Rajah Doolubram, and two or 
three other articles given ' him in charge 
by his father, fuch as the furrendcr of 
the tuncaw lands on fecurity, the bor- 
rowing of us a large fum of money, &g. 
In thefe the fon proving unfuccefsful, a 
member of the board of • Seledt Comniit- 
tee was, at his defire, fent to accompany 
him to the city, to reconcile the Nabo1> 
to the negatives his fon had received in 
^ Calcutta, and at the fame time to inti- 
mate to him the advice we had received, 

that 
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that a large armament was fitting out at 
Batavia, deftined for Bengal ; and to pe- 
netrate, if poflible, his fentiments on 
this occafion ; and what refolution he 
would take, in cafe that force arrived in 
the river.

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Icry, for the defence of this country, to 
join his under the command of Meer 
Coflim Allee Cawn, which was granted ; 
but their ufe was fruftrated by the Na- 
bob's pufilanimous, irregular, and con- 
tradiftory orders to his general Coflim 
Allee Cawn, to march with our troops to 
Cutwa and the city, in place of march- 
ing directly to the fouthward. Thus this 
country fell a prey to the Morattas, and 
a flop was put to the coUeding our tun- 
caws, in which was our greateft depen- 
dence and expectation for the fervice of 
the year*. Our troops under the command 
of major Caillaud had taken the field, 
in conjunction with the Nabob's, under 
the conunand of his fon, fometime be- 
fore the Colonel's departure for Europe, 
and fhaped their rout towards Patna, 
whilft the Nabob himfelf remained in 
the neighborhood of Rajemahl, a check 
on Cuddeem Hofein Cawn, Nabob of 
Purnea (then in rebellion) until Shu-

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fout's ^ advance, recalled him to the 
city. A regular and particular detail of 
the tranfa£tions of this laborious cam«- 
paign will not be exjpe£ted here, as the 
progrefs of it will prefent :itfelf in the 
courfe of the military correfpondence 
laid before the Committee, therefore ge- 
neral remarks on the fuccefs, effeds, 
and probable confequejices, will be fuf- 
ficient/

thenticity either of the cppy or origi- 
nal, .will, appear on the face of the cor-

pril laft, and to Mr, Haftings, the twen- 
tieth of the fame month. To thefe we 
may further add, that if they are forge- 
ries, they have yet this corroborating 
fignature of truth, that the whole te- 
nor of the Nabob's condudt moft exactly 
tallies with the terms of the Arzdafht.

Patna is relieved, and fecure for the 
prefent. Cuddeem Hofein Cawn is dif- 
poffefled of his government of Purnea, 
and driven out of the country, but with 
all his treafure and valuable effefts, to 
the reproach and infamy of the young 
Nabob's name ; fo that, after the rains, 
he will eafily join the prince with the

If a negotiation with the prince fliould 
take place, I am fo far from intending 
a revolution in thefe provinces, that I 
would have the confirmation of the pre*- 
fent Nabob ftipulated for the firft arti- 
cle ; it might, however, be upon con- 
dition of his making over to us coun* 
tries, to the value of about fifty lacks 
per annum. Burdwan and * Kifnagur 
would nearly anfwcr that fum, and lie 
extremely convenient for us. The Shah- 
zada, at the fame time, fhould engage 
to furnifh the Company monthly with 
twice as much as would defray the charges 
of the troops deflined for his fervice ; and 
to confer on the Company, in cafe of his 
fuccefs, fuch privileges and advantages 
in all parts of India, as their feveral go^ 
vernors might requeft."

The Nabob 
would not be a poorer man, by giving 
us fifty lacks per annum^ vnth wWdi he 
would have a body of forces, Aat would 
do him fervice ; and it does not coft him 
lefs than that fum for maintaining an ufe- 
iefs rabble : bu* to convince him of this 
ftep, diere lies the difficulty ; the Co- 
iond^s laft letter to hini was fuil of falu- 
tary inftrudions on this head ; but he is 
of fo miftruftful a nature, that already 
our power and influence, though meant 
for his good, give him pain 5 and every 
thing tiiat we can propofe, that feem- 
ingly tends to encreafe it, gives him um- 
l^ragc, and will make him unwillingly 
confent to this, or any other ftep we can 
propofe. Be afTured of diis, that he can 
only be frightened into compliance ; and 
fo you fee it is my Qpimon, that though 
the prince goes, we cannot fend both 
men and money to Madras. 

In my two laft letters, I have (poke 
fully ^ to the aflfairs of this province ; 
and gave fuch reafons as I had for the 
F z appoint-.. 
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appointment of * Meer Sidoo and Ra* 
jebuUub; at leaft what I have moft 
ftrongly urged, and it feems to be your 
opinion, that no change fhould be made 
for the prefent. The Nabob's ufage of 
me in the courfe of this affair hath 
piqued me fenfibly ; nor will I let it go 
unnoticed. I do not quarrel with the 
man for being of a different opinion 
with me, had he ingenuoufly told me io^ 
for I left all to his choice, and only ad- 
vifed him what I thought beft ; but he 
agreed by his letters to all I propofcd, 
allowed it was the beft that could be 
done, and approved of all my meafures ^ 
whilft, at the fame time, he was adting 
diametrically oppolite, without ever con- 
fidering me, or the engagements I had 
entjered into upon the ftrength of his 
promifes/'

A ultimo, and am very glad you have 
taken fteps to fupply us with money;

the Nabob's troops would have enabled 
RajebuUub to quit this place, who is 
very anxious and defirous to get away, 
and without fome money he cannot. He 
has run the rifque of his life thefe three 
days, and I expected an uproar in the 
city hourly. To-day they are fomewhat 
quiet, and Ramnarain has fcnt for fome 
of the chief commanders to expoftulate 
with them; but without fome money 
fent him, he fays, he cannot, nor will 
undertake to fatisfy them. I have 
talked to Ramnarain all in my power,, 
to take the command of them, that Raje- 
buUub may go ; and I cannot but fay he 
has a great deal of reafon on his fide, 
F 3 they 
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they are fuch a fct of rabble, and he 
without money, befides his own troops 
unpaid ; they will not hear reafon ; fome 
money miift be given immediately, and 
where that is to come from be doe» not 
know. The Nabob has not wrote to 
them or RajebuUab, and Cofiim Allee 
Cawn to a very few, io that they are 
outrageoos. They fay^ the Colonel and 
Rajebnllub kept them together ^ one is 
gone, and fent them no money, and the 
latter they expe& to ntake their pay good j 
fo that )iere is a fine fpot of confufion^ 
o»r anhy only prevents matters coming 
to extremities. I apprehend, when the 
prince hears all this, we fhall have him 
move this way. Were all theie trouble- 
feme forces joined with him it would be 
nothing ; but they within and the prince 
without is bad, though, I hope, as we

'* Ti ^ Y laft gave you the melancho- 
yyfjL ly news of the Chuta Nabob's 
death. It is proper, that I now acquaint you 
with the confequences of that event here* 
No fooner was the intelligence publifh- 
ed, than the feepoys, no longer intimi- 
dated by the authority of the Chuta Na- 
bob, nor the prefence of the Englifh 
forces, which had hitherto reftrained 
them from giving fcope to their refent- 
ment againft the Nabob, immediately 
concurred to take the advantage, which 
his grief, and the conflernation caufed 
F4 by 
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by fo fuddcn and fatal a ftroke afforded 
them, to compel him to piay their long 
arrears. They accordingly encompaffed 
his palace on the 14th, in a clamorous 
manner, but proceeded no further than 
to infult the treafurer and other mutta- 
feddees, whom they pulled out of their 
pallanquins, and treated with other in- 
dignities. The fame diforders continued 
the next day. On the i6th, they affem- 
bled in a large body, and flopped up the 
doors of the palace, fufFering none to en- 
ter, or come out of it. Numbers mount- 
ed on every wall, not excepting the 
places held the moft facred, and loaded 
the Nabob with the moft opprobrious 
language, threatening him with death, 
if their demands were not complied with. 
Such of his courtiers or attendants, as 
made their appearance, were affaulted by 
fragments broke off from the walls, by 
which feveral perfons of diftindion were 
wounded. This fcene lafted two days, 
and feemed to portend the certain de- 
ftrudion of the Nabob; when Coffim Al- 
lee Cawn, the Nabob's fon-in-law, by 

liis 
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his ihtcrpofition, put a ftop to the per- 
&cution^ and brought on an accommo- 
dation. The Nabob has promifed to pay 
&e full arrears from the fixth fun, and 
two half months of the prefent year, 
as foon as it (hall appear from the ac« 
countswhatmoneyisducto them. Forthis 
payment, Coflim AUee Cawn became 
fecurity, and paid them immediately 
tiiree lacks of rupees from his own trea- 
fury. This fatisfied the feepoys, who in- 
ftantly retired to their own habitations* 
Though the ftorm is now blown over, 
yet fhould it return again (which is to 
be apprehended, from the finaU profpedt 
there at prefent appears, that the Nabob 
will be able to colleft fo large a fum as 
he has engaged to difcharge) I much fear 
the confequences will prove fatal fo the 
Nabob, as well from the unrulincfs and 
difaffedion of the multitude, as from the 
machinations of his numerous enemies, 
with whom it will be no difficulty to 
make thofe the inftruments of his ruin.

Bepors we refolve upon a ]dan 
of future operations, we will attempt a 
<l^fcription of the ftate the Company's 
affairs are now in ; and this not to be 
confined to Bengal, but with regard alfo 
to the exigencies of the other fettlements, 
who are tpld to depend on this for Sup- 
plies of money. Our influence encreafing 
from time to time, fince the revolution 
G 2 brought 
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brought about by Colonel Clive, fo have 
'we been obliged to encreafe our force to 
fupport that influence. We have now 
more than a thoufand Europeans and five 
thoufand feepoys, which, with the con- 
tingent expences of an army, is far more 
than the revenues allotted for their maiur- 
tenance. This deficiency was not fo 
much attended to whilft the immenfe 
fums flipulated by the laft treaty were 
coming in; but thefe refources being 
now quite exhaufted, and nofuppliesof 
pooney coming from Europe, it becomes 
immediately neceflary to fecure to the 
Company fuch an income as will bear 
them clear of charges, and. bring in be- 
fides a fupply for the emergencies of their 
other fettlements, and for providing 
cargoes for loading home their (hips. 

The firft queftion then that natural- 
ly occurs is this ; 
- Whether that great force is wanted ? 

That a lefs force would fecure the 
fettlcment of Fort William, with its 
former bounds againft any thing that is 
now in the country, is not to be doubt- 
: . ed; 
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ed; but it is as certain, that nothing but 
that influence and weight, which we 
maintain by the largenefs of our force, 
can poffibly prevent the well known de- 
figns of the two principal European 
powers, who have long fhared with us 
the benefits of the trade of this coun- 
try ; and to this we may add, that the 
nearer we approach to a peace in Europe, 
the nearer wc are to our danger here. 

These confiderations having their due 
weight, we believe few will difpute the 
neceflity of keeping up our prefent force, 
perhaps augmenting it. This granted, 
it follows, that means muft be found 
within ourfelves of fupporting the ex^ 
pence ; and thefe means can be no other, 
than a proportionable fhare of the reve- 
nues of the country. By the treaty made 
with the prefent Nabob, he is obliged, 
as often as it may be requifite for our 
troops to take the field, to furnifh a lack 
of rupees a month for their expence ; 
but the uncertainty of this payment 
has been too long experienced to be any 
more depended on ; nor indeed, is it by 
G 3 any 
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any means fufficient to anlwer the ptir* 
pofc, fuppofing Ac pajmnteirts regixlariy 
made. It muft therefore be propofcd to 
the Nabob, to affign to the Company a 
much larger income, and to af%n it lii 
fuch a full and ample manner, by giving 
to the Company the fole right of fisd!i dif^ 
trifts, as lay moft convenient ior oitf 
management, that wc may no longer b* 
fubjedt to the inconveniencies^ wc cxpe* 
rienced from the late tuncaws, being or- 
ders only on a certain part of the reve- 
nues. From the experienced weaknei% 
and unfteadinefs of the Nabob> htinfcll^ 
and the nature of thofe dependents, who 
now oppofe every encreafe of our power, 
as their own will be proportionahly lef- 
fened, it is to be fuppofed, that ftich a 
propofal would meet with all the difii* 
culties that could poffibly be thrown in 
our way.

The province of 
Patna is already fo much reduced by the 
two campaigns, as to be incapable of 
aflfording fubfiftance to the prince any 
longer, who muft always find on the 
fpot the means of carrying on the war, 
having no refources within himfelf; and 
who confequently muft, thro' neceffityn 
attempt next. year to penetrate further 
into Bengal; and in this he will no 
doubt be encouraged, by the fuccefs 
which attended his laft year's incurfion 
as far as Burdwan. 

It is therefore next to be confidered, 
whether it is beft for the intereft of the 
Nabob to purfue the prefent meafures, 
by continuing to oppofe the Shahzada, 
or to fupport him in his pretenfions to 
the crown of Delly. The two parties 
ftill fubfift, between whom the throne is 
difputed, or rather who ihall give a King

to 
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to that throne. One of thofe parties ♦ 
ha&^epeatedly invited the Shahzada to 
him 1 and it is well known what offers 
he has made^ both to the Nabob and us, 
for our affiftance. The fame reafons 
may be fuppofed yet to have their weight 
widi him, while the difpute remains 
undecided^ And is it not probable, 
that fuch an ailiftance given to the 
prince, and thrown into Abdallee's fcale, 
would enfure the fucccfs of the enter-r 
prize ? The immediate coniequence of 
this to Bengal, would be clearing the 
country of an enemy, by removing the 
caufe, whence all the late troubles and 
confufion have arofe ; and if we, with 
reafon, flatter ourfelves we fhould fuc- 
ceed, what advantages may not the Com- 
pany expedt ? 

Supposing this change of meafures 
does not appear to the Nabob in the light 
we have reprefented, it is to be confi- 
dered, whether the exigencies of the 
Company's affairs before defcribed, do

** 'TpHE Prefident acquaints the 
A Committee, that in a long con- 
verfation he had laft night with Coffim 
AUee Cawn, he had an opportunity 
of making fome progrefs towards the 
difcoveries requifite for c^rying on 
the negociation propofed yefterday ; and 
that without letting him know any 
thing of our defign, he had led him 
to make fuch declarations of his de- 
JBre to have the rule over the Nabob, 
and the general management of the af- 
fairs of the province, as amount almoft 
to a proof of his readinefs to adt the part 
intended for him. After telling him 
much of our regard, and of our opinion 
of him, as the fitteft perfon for con- 
ducing the great affairs of the Ben- 
gal government, I began to make him 
ftrong reprefentations on the fubjeft of 

the 
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the Company's expences, that the im- 
mediate charges of the army, far exceed- 
ed the fum affigned for that purpofc *, 
which fmn was not regularly paid, there 
being no^^ three or four months arrears ; 
thatbefides this, he could not but be fen- 
fible how much the Company gave up 
i^ other parts, for the fecurity of Ben- 
gal, withdrawing their forces from the 
Deccan and Madras, and fending con- 
tinually frefh fupplies from Europe. 1 
reprefented to him further, the great 
lofs the Company had fuiFered by the 
long continuance of the prefent war with 
the Shahzada, and how much it was to 
be wifhed, that an end could be put to 
it, fo as to enable the Nabob to reduce 
his expences, and colledl his full reve- 
nues, of which a great part is now loft 
by the ravage of the enemy, particu-. 
larly the whole produce of the Patna 
province.

afFeftion againft his government, and a 
deteftatipn of his perfon and principles 
prevail in the country, amongft all ranks 
and degrees of people, not only from the 
cfFefts of the extortions and oppreffions 
of his minifters, but from the many 
murders with which his fhort adminif- 
tration had been fuUied, efpecially the 
horrid maffacre perpetrated by his order 
at Dacca, and at this time recent in 
every mind; I confefs, I had the lefs 
reluctance to join in fuchmeafiires i fince, 
if the Nabob's jealoufy or diftruft of us 
fliould fo far prevail, as to make him 
father part with his government, than 
put into our hands the means of reme- 
dying the diforders which had been in- 
troduced into it, the confequence would 

prove 
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prove rather a general good, than a fub- 
jedt of reproach. 

Such being the fituation of affairs^ 
"when the fcenc of action began to open, 
there was no time to be loft. The offers 
made by Meer Coflim, independently 
of the benefits which would accrue to 
the Company from them, prefented to 
us the only means of evading tjie 
dangers, which threatened the very exif- 
tence of the Company, of removing the 
war from the country, and remedying 
the diforders of the government. The 
Committee, therefore, after many con- 
ferences with Meer Coffim, unanimouf- 
ly agreed upon a treaty with him, which 
was executed the 27th of September, and 
was as follows :

If the affairs of Patna fhould not ab- 
folutely require the Colonel's immediate- 
ly proceeding there, we would have him 
remain at Moorfhedabad, till this affair 
ftiall be fettled there, and the govern- 
ment put under the regulation propofed ; 
in which cafe you will pleafe to forward 
to Mr. Amyatt, the general inftruiaions 

of 
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of the 24th and 25tl;i^ direded to him 
and the Colonel, with orders to captain 
Knox to co-operate with the chief of 
Fatna, in the execution of the faid in- 
ftrudions. When the Colonel proceeds 
to Patna, major Yorke will remain with 
the command of the detachment, and 
will follow the, orders of the Governor

You will be continually advifed.of 
the news we may receive, and of any al- 
teration that may happen here, in order 
that you may take the neceflary mea- 
fures for fending back the detachment, 
in cafe any danger from abroad fhould 
threaten the fettlement." . 

We reached Coflimbuzar the 14th of 
Odober, and the next morning the Na- 
bob paid me a viiit, during which I re- 
prefented to him the neceffity of his tak- 
ing fome vigorous and immediate mea-»» 
fures, for removing the dangers which 
threatened the provinces under his go- 
vernment on every fide; offering my 
hearty affiftance, of which at the fame 
ticae he fcemed to be willing to accept ;

** rr^HE Nabob has not wrote to Ra- 
JL jebullub, and by what Mr. Sykes 
writes to me, hewiilnottillhehas feenCo- 
lonel Caillaud ; but notwithftandingthis, 
RajebuUub is very willing and glad to go 
to Moorihedabad, and wanted to fet out 
immediately; the army hearing this, 
iurrounded his houfe, abufed, and ufed

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him ill, feizcd upon his boats, and for 
thefe three days paft, there has been fucb 
^ fcene of confufion, I cannot exprcfs 
it ; the feepoys are no ways under their 
commanders, and do almoft what they 
pleafe; and this fcene is likely to conti- 
nue, and probably may end in Rajebul- 
jub's being cut off, or fome. difafter up- 
on the city ; nothing but the fear of our 
army prevents it, for a trifle will ftir 
them up to rafhnefs ; however, they have 
obliged him to fwear he will not go, 
till money or Coffim AUee Cawn comes; 
indeed, they will not let him go, and 
ufe him moft exceflively ill/' 

But thefe hopes were foon loft. Fronj 
the 1 5th to the 20th, I tried every means 
to bring the Nabob to reafon; but I 
found his jealoufy and indolence immove- 
able, fp that my only choice was tp make 
ufe of forcible meafures, and iwft upon the 
Nabob's fears, or elfe to return with dif- 
grace to Calcutta, after having juft done 
enough to create a breach between the 
Nabob and the Englifh ; Meer Coflinv 
Would have been left a facrifice to the 

Vpt, L I -Nabob's 
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Nabob's refcntment, for the engagements 
he had entered into with us ; the Na- 
bob himfelf would have fallen under the 
weight of the diforders of his govern- 
ment, and the licentioufnefs of his un- 
paid troops ; the Englifh army at Pat- 
ii'a would have been ruined fcfT want of 
their pay; and the provinces, in all pro- 
bability, have become an eafy conqueltt6 
the Shahzada; or what was yet wcrfe, 
have been ravaged by his followers, and 
the difafFedted Zemindars : I need not 
^dd, that the Company muft have been 
Involved in this general ruin, Thefe 
were the weighty confiderations which 
fixed my refolution ; and I thought I 
could not do otherwife, than try the ef- 
feft of the force I had in my handi. 
The fuccefs of this refolution was im- 
mediately reported to the Seleft Com- 
mittee, in a letter from mylelf and Colo- 
nel Caillaud, dated the 21ft of Oftober ; 
and as all the circumftances of the trani^ 
^dion are there plainly and fully related, 
I here infert a copy, as the moft faithful 
account that can be given of it.

Co^ of a Letter from Mr. Vanfittart and 
Colonel Caillaud to the Selcd CommiN 
tec. Dated Muradbaug, Oftober z i , 
1760. 

Gentlbmen, 
'* rr^HE Governor wrote you yefter* 
X. day of the affairs here being 
fettled to the Coropany*s advantage. We 
flwU now have -the honor to acquaint 
you of the fteps by which we advanced 
to this point of fuccefs* 

The Nabob's vifit to the Governor 
at Coflimbuzar, the 1 5th of the months 
as well as that we paid hira the next day 
in return, paffed only in general conver- 
fation. The 1 8th, he came here to talk 
upon bufinefs. In order to give him a 
clear view of the bad management of 
his minifters, by which his own affairs, 
a$ well as the Company's, were reduced 
to fp dangiprous a ftate, and the inhabit 
tants in general to want and mifery, we 
hud prepared three letters, which, after a 
ihort and friendly introdudion, tlie Go^ 
vcroor 4cUvere4 to him ; and of which 
I z tranflation; 
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tranflations are hereunto annexed, under 
No. I, II, and III*. 

The Nabob fecmed much afFedted by 
the perufal of the letters, hut endeavor- 
ed more to put an end to the conference, 
than to propofe a remedy to the evils. 
We, however, prevailed on him to fend 
for his dinner to Muradbaug ; and, in a 
manner, infifted on his coming to fome 
determination, for the immediate reform 
of his government ; at length he con- 
feffed himfelf, through age and grief, in- 
capable alone of ftruggling againft fo ma- 
ny difficulties, and defired he might have 
time to confult with his friends. 

We told him, the men with whom he 
had lately advifed were not his friends, 
hut his greateft enemies ; that his return- 
ing again in the midft gf them, would 
only be the means of augmenting his 
difficulties; that he had much better 
take the affiftance of one from among 
his relations, on whofe attachment ^nd 
fidelity he might more fafely rely. He 
named five or fix, and among them Cof- 
fim AUee Cawn ; w^ alked him, which

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of that number was moft fit to aflift him 
in his prefent exigencies? He replied, 
without any helitation, that Coflim Al- 
lee Cawn was the moft proper i never- 
thelefs, it was with the utmoft difficul- 
ty we could prevail on him to fend for 
him, and fo very late, that before Cof- 
fim AUee Cawn could arrive, the old 
Nabob was fo extremely fatigued, and 
in fuch a ftate of anxiety, that we could 
not refufe his return home to take his 
reft; we were convinced, that it would 
be to no purpofe to keep him, for fuch 
was the jealoufy he difcovered, with re-^ 
gard to Coffim AUee Cawn, that we faw 
he never would confent, without fomq 
fort of force, to give the other the means 
for reftoring order to his affairs -, an hour 
or two after the Nabob's departure, Cof- 
fim AUee Cawn arrived, and feemed to 
be extremely apprehenfive, that the Na- 
bob, inftead of trufting him. with the 
^management of his afl!airs, would endear 
vor by fome means or other to get rid 
of him^ We agreed, therefore,, in opi- 
nion with him,, that he ihould not go to

yu^ At day breaJL Being extremely de- 
firou» to preTentany difturbanceor blood- 
jibedj the Governor wrote a letter to 
ike Nabob ^^ and delivered it to the 
Colooel to fend into hiniy at fuch time 
as he ihould thifik moft expedient* Mea^ 
fiires were at the ianie time taken fof 
i^ing the; perfi>ns of Koonram, Mone^ 
}o]^ and Checon, our intention being 
only to reniove thofe diree un\^<»thy viA^ 
niftcri, and place CofBm Allee Cawn in 
the full masiagenoent of all th^ a^rj^ 
in qwdity of deputy and fucce^ to the 
Nabob. The governor renuuncd at Mir^*-

The necefiary preparations being slc«- 
cordingly 0iade» with all the care and £e* 
crecy imaginable^ the Colonel embark- 
ed with the troops, joined Coffim Allee 
Cawn without the leaft alarm, and march- 
ed into the court-jard of the palace^ juft 
at the proper inftant« The gates^of the 
I 4 inner

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inner court being (hut, the Colonel form-' 
ed his men without, and fent the Go-^ 
vernor's letter to the Nabob, who was 
at firft in a great rage, and long threat- 
ened he would make what refiftance ho 
could, and take his fate* The Colonel 
forbore all hoftilities, and feveral mef- 
^^s paft by the means of Mr. Haft- 
ings, and Mr. Luftiington, whofe , fe/- 
vices, on this occafion, deierve notice^ 
The affairjremained in this doubtful ftate 
about two hours, when the Nabob, 
finding his perfifting was to no purpofe, 
fent a meflage to Coffim AUee Cawn, in- 
forming him, he was ready ta fend him 
the feals, and. all the enfigns of dignity. 
And to order the Nobit to be ftruck up in 
his name, provided he would agree to 
take the whole charge of the govern- 
ment upon him, to difcharge all the ar^ 
rears due to the troops, to pay the ufu^ 
al revenues to the King, to fave his life 
and honor, and to give him an allowance 
fufficient for his maintenance. All thefe 
conditions. being agreed to, Coffim Al-

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Nabob came out to die Cobnel, deckr^ 
ing> that he expended on him for his 
life ; and the troops then^ took poffeffion 
pf all the gates>and notice was fent to the 
Governor, who came immcadiately J and 
the old Nabob met him in the gate- way, 
afeing, if his perfon was fafe, which 
fcemed now to be all his concern. The 
Governor told him, not only his perfon 
was fafe, but his government too, if he 
pleafed, of which it never v^ras intend- 
ed to deprive him. The Nabob anfwer- 
cd, that he had no more bufinefs at the 
city, that he fliould be in continual dan^ 
ger from Cofiun AUee Cawn, and that 
if he was permitted to go and live m 
Calcutta, he fliould be extremely happy 
and contented 3 though we could not 
help lamenting his^ fiidden fall, we were 
not forry for this propofal, as the affairs 
will doubtlefs be better mianaged with- 
out him, and the advantages, fl:ipulated 
for the Company, be obtained without 
the leaft difficulty or delay. Coffim Al- 
lee Cawn was accordingly feated on the 
mufnud, and we paid him our congratu-

he would not traft himfelf there, and 
begged he might deep in his boats cloie 
to Muradbaug, which he did accord- 
ingly. We fhall take care that Coflim 
Allee Cawn provides every thing that is 
convenient and handfome, for himfelf 
and his women, and fettles upon him 
a iiifficient allowance for his mainte-* 
nance ji and then difpatch him with a. 
ftrong efcort to Calcutta. You will 
pleafe to provide two houfes for his re- 
ception ; there are two belonging to 
Sobiram Byfauq, and Ijt.auft)ery Seet, 
which the Royroyan occupied when he 
was at Calcutta j if thefe can bp got, we 
judge they will anfwer very well. 

His legitimate wife, called the Be- 
gum, the mother of the deceafed Chuta 
Nabob, and of Coflim Allee Cawn*s wife, 
refufed to accompany the old Nabob, 
with whom^ fhe fays, fhe hsis not be^n 
in good harmony for a long time paft ; 
that {he is very glad the government is 
put into fuch good hands, and that fhe

The old Nabob is now pretty eafy,

Seventhly, The war with the Shah* 
adsL itill continues, notwithftanding the 
fiUns expended, and the endeavors of 
Ae Englifti force«. This a£fair is yet 
no nearer a conclofion than the firfl day^ ^ 
excepting the fort of Patna, no part Qf:j 
the Bahar province remains in your pof- ; 
feilion. All the lands and villages jare m » 
a ftate of ruin, and the.2<enaindars, ia, 
every place,, are ready to join the Shah?- 
zada's army, as appears from the kttei 
tQ me to this purpofe from Beerboom. 
From thefe . circumftances, if evidently*

bers of the Seled Committee, entered 
the following obje<9ion.

were fworn to. As this fudden change 
miift alarm every one, to find us fo un-

he cannot be blamed, as a member of 
the board, for exprefling his diflatisfac- 
tion at being made a cypher of, in fo cri-

Regain DING thefe objections, as 
chiefly proceeding from the offence which

ferved, may in great meafure be attri-* 
buted the fpeedy and eafy fuccefs which 
attended the execution, and the jirevent^ 
ing all difturbance, and lofs of blood.'' 

As the meafures which produced this 
revolution in the government of Bengal, 
were not intended merely for obtaining 
advantages for the Company, but were 
as neceffary for remedying the diforders 
in the government itfelf, and faving the 
provinces from the ruin with which they 
were threatened, in confequence of thofc 
diforders, I thought it neceffary to form 
a memorial, to fliew thefe tranfadions 
to the world in that light, abftradted 
from the benefits accruing to the Com- 
pany ; which memorial I laid before the 
council the loth of November i the fol-^ 
lowing is a copy*

*' /T^HE Nabob Jaffier Alice Cawn 
X was of a temper extremely ty- 
ramiical and avaritious, and at the fame 
time very indolent j smd the people about 
ham being either abjed ilaves and flat* 
^ers, or elfe the bafe inftruments of 
hh vices, there was no chance of hay- 
ing the affairs of the government pro- 
perly condud:ed, but hy their removal. 
He attributed all the ill foccefs of his 
affairs to imaginary plots and contri- 
vances, and facrificed lives without mer- 
xy, to the excefs oi his jealoufy . Num- 
berlefs are the inftances of men of all 
degrees, whofe blood he has fpilt with- 
out the leaft afligne.d feaibn. To learn 
ihe names aiid circumftances of all thefe 
fufferers would be a work of time, but 
ibme of the moil ftriking examples are 
lh/c£& following:

The five unhappy fufFcrers, mention- 
ed laft, perifhed all in one night at Dac- 
ca, about the month of June, 1760, 
where they had been detained prifoners 
fince the acccffion of Jaffier Allee Cawn 
to the government. A perwannah was 
fent to Jeffarut Cawn, the Naib of Dac- 
ca, to put to death all the furvivors of 
the family of the Nabobs AUiverdee 
Cawn, Shahamut Jung, and Serajah 
Dowla ; but, upon his declining to obey 
fo cruel an order, the meffenger, who 
had private inftrudtions to execute this 
tragedy, in cafe of the other's refufal, 
took them from the place of their con-^ 
finement, carried them out at midnight 
upon the river, and maflacredand drown- 
ed then^, with about feventy women of 
inferior note, and attendants ; what be- 
came of AUiverdee Cawn's widow is 
uncertain, it being reported by many, 
that fhe efcaped the fate of the reft of 
her family. Executions, of this kind, 

had 
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had made the Nabob the dread or de* 
teilation of all good men ; and he ne- 
ccifarUy became a prey to people of mean 
extr^dion and abje^ difpoiitions^ who 
kopwingy that a government To managed 
could not fland long, fought only to 
malx ^miei ves rich by opprdfions, of all 
foftSj upon the country ai¥l inhabitants. 
To the taxes laid by them on the mai^cts, 
k afcribed the pre^t wiufual £::aFcity 
and dearnefs of the proviiions at Mow^ 
Ibedabad, the capita of a country, oncp 
efteemed the moft plentiful in the world* 
The perfons who have had the chief 
ihare in this n^nagementf are Keeiioo- 
ram, Monelol, ;and Chccon, all of low 
birth ; and the two firil, the menial ierr- 
vants of Javier Allee Own, he&re hp 
x:ame to the Suhahihip. Theie manage 
ed fo, as to engage him continu^ly in 
idle or vicious amufements^ kee|Hfighin^ 
by that means in utter ignomnce pf \ti$ 
aifairs, and in a Hate of indiBference ^ 
to their fucceife ; no vac^py e^me iUifc) \m 
treafury ; at the feme time, n<<h«5igww

mvildtdtd, and fi^ounded his palace in a 
tulnultixous manneTt threatening to take 
away his life ; which they would certain-* 
]y have done^ had not his fbn^in^aw^ 
the prefcnt Nabob Coflim Alice Cawn, 
4become anfwerd^le, and paid them a 
very large fum put of his own treafury. 
This happened laft June ; and if the im-* 
ininent dang^, with which his perfbn 
was threatened on this qccafion, awaken^ 
€d him for a moipent, no fboner was it 
nemovcd again to a diftance, thaii he fell 
back into the lethargy which had fo long 
poflefiS^ him. The fame unworthy mi- 
tiiftcrs remained ftill his only counfel- 
li^rs, and continued in the management 
Df his affairs to the laft day of his ad- 
tniniftratioh, which he left in fo confufed 
and impoveri£t^d a ftate, that> in all hu- 
man appearance, another month could 
hardly have run through, before he 
would have been cut off by his own fee- 
poys, and the city have become a (cone 
CKf plunder and diforder, the Nabob hav- 
ing made no further provifion for the 
payn^nt df the arrears due to his peo- 
ple. 
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plc> after Coflim Allee Cawn had fireed 
him from his former extremity. This 
danger he could not but forefee^ and 
more than once declared his apprehen- 
fions of it, yet had not the power to ex- 
ert the neceflary means of preventing it, 
but funk the deeper into dejedion. Be*- 
fides this inteftine danger, to which th6 
government was. expofed, two armies 
were in the field, and waiting only the 
fair weather to advance ; the Shahzada 
towards Patna, and the Beerboom Ra- 
jah towards M oorihedabad, the capital. 
The Rajahs of BifTenpoor, Ramgur, and 
the other countries, bordering upon the 
mountains, were ready to fhake off their 
dependance, and had offered confiderable 
fupplies to the Beerboom Rajah. The 
Rajah of Curruckpoor had committed 
open hoflilities, and taken poffeilion of 
all the country about Bauglepoor, which 
entirely flopped the communication be- 
tween the two provinces on that fide of 
the river. In a word, the whole coun- 
try feemed quite ripe for an univerfal re- 
volt, thofe parts only excepted, v^hofe 

natural 
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natural wcaknefs or neighborhood with 
the city, intimidated them from taking 
up anns. To encounter all thefe diffi- 
culties, there was nothing but troops 
without pay, from whom therefore no 
great efforts could be expefted. Of this, 
a very recent inftance occurs in the 
detachment which was ordered againft 
the Beerboom Rajah, three months be- 
fore the Nabob's abdication, but never 
advanced more than three cofs from the 
city, in which fituation they continued 
upon my arrival there. All who are now 
in Bengal, and acquainted with the tranf- 
adtions of the government, will bear wit- 
nefs, that this is a true defcription of 
fz&s ; and all who are convinced of the 
fads, will certainly agree, that affairs 
were at an extremity no longer to be 
negleded, without manifeft danger of 
having the province over-run, and the 
trade entirely ruined. I was refolved 
therefore to ufe my utmoft endeavors to 
get thofe bad minifters removed, and 
judging it might be difficult to prevail 
with the Nabob to part with his favorites, 

without 
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without fomedegrce<^violence,Ibrought 
with me a detachment of Europeans and 
feepojs, under pretence of fending them 
widi Colond Caillaud» to reinforce the 
trmj at Patna *• 

CossiM Allbb Cawn fupplied the 
Nabob with boats^ and permitted him to 
take away aa many of his women as he 
d^red (which he did to the number of 
abput ftzty) with a reafimable quanti^ 
of jewds. In the morning of the 22d 
of O^ober he fet out for Calcutta, and 
arrived there the Z9th. He was met by 
a deputation from the council, and treat- 
ed with every mark of refpcA due to 
his fbrmor dignity/'

1 Hoped, the care I had taken to 
explain the motives of the Seledl 
Committee's Refolutions, and the ad- 
vantages refulting to the Company, 
w^ould have induced the reft of the Coun- 
cil to approve of them ; but I had fome 
unhappy tempers to deal with ; and there 
w^ere mifchievous people in the fettle- 
mcnt, who were bufy in improving e- 
very circumftance to inflame difputes 5 
particularly, one of the furgeons, who 
happened to have a great influence over

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Mr. Amyatt; and who was offi^nded 
at my not.confultingJiim.upoA the af-

My coming to Bengal in fi> advanc* 
cd a ftation, gave occafion for complaint^ 
to all the fenior fervants of that fettle-r 
ment^ and particularly to Mr. Aknyatt, 
who was the next to the chair. Mr. El- 
lis upon his arrival applied for the chief- 
lliip of Patna, to which Mr. M'Gwirc

unreafonable, I gave my opinion againil. 
it; by which he thought himfelf inju- 
red ; and major Carnac was violently of- 
fended at my exprefling a defire that^ 
colonel Caillaud, who had been prefent 
at all the debates of the Seled - Com- . 
mittee^ and had been particularly charg- 
ed with the execution of their refolu-

If the Seleft Commmittee, debating 
upon the dangerous ftate of the affairs 
of the province, in Auguft and Septem- 
ber laft, had been defirous of breaking 
with the then Nabob Jafiier Allee Cawn, 
there were reafons enough to juftify, 
nay to urge fuch a refolution. The let- 
ter which the former Governor, Mr. 
Holwell, laid before the Seleft Commit- 
tee, the 4th of Auguft, for the informa- 
tion of Mr. Vanfittart, then juft arrived,

ei that Nabob's breach of his engage- 
ments to the Company. Many inftances

That the addition 
of Burdwan, Midnapoor^ and Chitta* 
gong, to the Company's poffeffions with- 
out the lofs of a man, is a hurt to the 
Company, feems to us a paradox. It is 
faid, that it is near three months fincc 
the revolution was efFedled, and yet there 
is no appearance of extricating ourfelves 
from the difficulties ; and that the great 
advantages expedted to accrue from thoie 
countries will prove, it is feared, mere* 
ly imaginary. It is only twenty days 
fince the Burdwan Vackeel came here, 
and fettled the payment. This day is 
the firil payment due ; and although the 
Rajah's faith is not to be depended upon, 
yet it is probable he will pay the money, 
according. to the agreement, to make his 
peace i if not, the country is worth that, 
and more money, and, lies fo conveni- 
ent. 
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^nty that it can always be difpoied of as 
we fee bcft. 

As to Midnapoor» it is not a month 
fince captain White took poffcffion, and 
he had no orders to coUeft money. ' Mr. 
Johnftone is appointed for that purpoie, 
but fet out fo lately^ that his arrival is 
not yet heard of. 

And for Chittagong, Mr. Verelft, and 
the other gentlemen appointed, fet out 
only twenty days ago. We muft give 
them time to arrive, before we can ex- 
fcd: to colled: mopey.

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vice, nor having any regard for the Com- 
pany, are confulted upon affairs which 
do not belong to them ; by which un- 
fortunately they gain an afcendency over 
the minds of better men than th^nfelves j 
and this authority they exert to the ut- 
moft, to the purpofe of making divifi-^ 
ons in the fettleme^t, and more parti-- 
cularly in the council. It is only fuch 
pens as thofe, that can reflet: upon the 
jLate meafures, as a breach of ** all ties, 
buman and divine ;*' a reproach which 
BjQthing can merit, but a premeditated 
intention to do fome great ill. 

It were to be wiflied, in diflents of 
this nature, that the reafons for the mf a^ 
fures formed were confidered in their full 
extent, the fituation of the Company at 
home, and the fituation of their affairs 
in general, well weighed.

told 



told me^ that he had fent for the troops 
which ware at Gautity^ in the i^en^iii^ 
^Urree of Camgar Cawn. I repUed^ ^at 
to chdtife Camgar Cawn was^no dlffi-» 
(:ult matter ; but that it was not proper 
to recall the troops belonging .to the 
Company and myfelf, in fo much hafte^ 
from the place where they were fbtion* 
ed. This he did not con&nt to i but 
replied, that he would certainly fend for 
his Engliih troops. I delivered y#fur 
letter to him; when he perufed it, he 
iaid, that Mr. Vanfittart is two hundred 
cofs from hence; and that he would do 
whatever he thought advifeable. I was 
perfuaded that he would have aAed ac«p 
cording to your directions, and did not 
imagine, that he would have given me 
fuch an anfwer/' 

The Seleft Committee hoping, by a 
further explanation of their intentions, 
to prevent any more difputes, wrote 
major Carnac as follows :

accoimts with Ramnarain. As, on the 
one hand, we are inclined to fupport 
Ramnarain in the government of Pat'- 
21a, with all its jufl advantages ; fo, on 
the other hand, we would protect the 
Nabob in the refpe£t and authority due 
to him, and afFofid him every affiftance 

for 
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for the colledion of his revenues, with- 
out which it is impoflible he can pay 
the arrears of his troops, or fupport the 
other charges off his government. The 
nature of the differences between them 
feems to be fuch, as can only be adjuft- 
ed by arbitration ; and for this determi- 
nation, we can pitch upon no other per- 
fon (x) well qualified as yourfelf. We 
therefore requeft you will make this 
bufinefs one of the firft articles of your 
attention ; and when you are yourfelf ac-* 
quainted with the merits of the caufe^ 
you will tranfmit them to us, with your 
fentiments thereon.'*

Upon the news of Colonel Coote's 
arrival. Major Carnac deternxined to quit 
Patna, and wrote to the Selefl: Commit- 
tee in the following terms.

^* A S Colonel Coote is coming to the 
XjL army, who is fo very able to 
take charge, both of your military and 
political concerns, there will be no fur- 
ther occafion for my fervices ; and as I 
have great reafon to believe I ftiall return 
to Europe the next &aibn, unlefs ibme-* 
tiling unforefeen (hould happen, I am 
to requeft the favor of your permiffion 
4o,apply to Colpnei Coote, for leave to 
go to Calcutta on his arrival. I fhould 
not make this requeft fo early, but that 
.1 iun defirous to be there in time ; that 
in cafe I go home (which is highly pro- 
bable) I may be able to get myfelf rea- 
4y to take the opportunity of the firft 
conveyance." • 

Bur 
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But npon the Coloners arrival at 
Patna, this refolution was prefently al- 
tered, and they feem to have determin- 
ed to ftay there together, oft purpofe 
to countera<a, the more dffeftually, the 
Nabob in every ftep he was taking for 
regulating that diftradled province. The 
Colonel, before he left the coaft, had 
declared himfelf to be one of the oppo- 
iition againft the meafures taken, fince 
my coming to Bengal, and this I well 
knew; but as I wai5 confcious of the 
heceflity of thofe meafures, and the 
country already felt the good effects of 
them, I did not apprehend, that any 
men would be fo violent, as to riik the 
public tranquility to fatisfy their preju- 
dices, efpecially as all the orders of the 
Sele6l Committee, to the commanding 
officers at Patna, tended to give the Na- 
bob a due authority over his own peo- 
ple, and to afRil his interefts in all that he 
could reafonably afk. However, it foon 
appeared how tittle eifedt thefe orders 
tould have, when oppofed againft the 
refolutions of a violent party. Hardjy 
O 2 a day 
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a day paftV fifit^ Colonel Coote, and ma- 
jor Camac, Found feme oppoirtunity <rf 
diftrcffing the Nabob, and throwing dif- 
ficulties in his way. The Shahzada, 
who after his defeat had put himfclf un- 
der our proteftion, and had been ao 
knowledged King by us and the Nabob, 
was yet at Patna, and the Nabob was 
defirous of obtaining his grants for the 
Subahdarree of the provinces ; but Co- 
lonel Coote oppofed the application, and 
he was obliged to wait, and procure 
them at a great increafe of expence, af- 
ter the King had left the province. Ram- 
narain, the Naib (or deputy Governor) 
of the Patna province, had three years 
accounts of his admiiiiftration to fettle, 
to avoid which, he made ufe of every 
fliift and artifice that could be invent- 
ed, and fo efFedtually fcreened himfelf 
under the protection of the Colonel and 
Major, that for four months together not 
a fingle explanation could be had from 
him. He was well acquainted with 
their ill difpofition towards the Nabob, 
and flattered himfelf, that he might in- 
flame 
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%fne. it ioihxi a$ to caufc an open breach 
between th^Wf and fo raife himfelf up- 
on the I)(aJ?ob's ruin. Whether Colonel 
CootQ was le^j^by Ramnarain's intriguer, 
or impelled by his own prejudices a- 
gainft the Nabob, I fhall not attempt 
to determine ; but nothing could be bet- 
ter calculated to produce the efFefts 
they both wifhed, than the ftep the Co- 
lonel took upon a report, abfolutely in- 
credible. It was pretended, that the 
Nabob, with the undifciplined rabble, 
which devolved to him from his prcde- 
ceffor, had a defign of attacking our 
army within the city of Patna, where- 
upon Colonel Coote made a fally to 
the Nabob's camp, with a large efcort 
at fuch an hour, and in fuch a humor, 
that if he and the Nabob had met, in 
all probability, it would have caufed an 
immediate fcene of hoftility ; but the 
Nabob was in his fleeping tent, and 
did not appear. 

I LEAVE the world to judge of this, 

and all the tranfaftions during the time 

that Colonel Coote and major Carnac

'^ TT Before heard of the impradence 
X and evil intentions of Ramnarain ; 
but fince my arrival at Patna, I have 
fccn nothing but his bafeheft and deceit; 
and therefore majt>r Camac is difpleafed 
with me, and has fent me fuch meflkges 
by Mr. Lulhington, as it is not in my 
power to comply with. Till this time, 
I did not think it Jieecflkry to acquaint 
you with the whole affair ; but the bu- 
finefs is now going out of my hands, 
and through the wickednefs of my ene- 
mies, my affairs will be ruined. It is 
nccefTary for me to acquaint you with 
all the particulars, and to defire your 
advice. 

From what the Major wrote me, I 
imagine he is difpleafed. Inclofcd I 
fend you two of his letters for your pe- 
rufal. I am much furprized, that tho* 
you wrote to the gentlemen to be in 
friendfhip with me, and follow my ad- 
vice, yet they ad: in fuch manner, that 
O 4 I have 
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J have no power over my own NaM>; 
and then what other bufin^fs can I cai<- 
ry on ? Now Colonel Coote is comingy 
and major Carnac is on good terms with 
jiim, doubtlefe you have properly re- 
presented to him, that according to ^ 
firft agreement, whoever remains in this 
province, on the part of the Company, 
is to Ijc my ally, and a<a agreeably to my 
defire. Take care that what regulations 
I think proper to make in this province, 
may be confented to by the gentlemen, 
or elfe give me orders to deliver the af- 
fairs of the province into their hands/*

^« VT'OU acquaint me, that I muft reft 
A fatisfied, and put an end to the 
bufinefs, and that I muft not be under 
any apprchenfions of others.

tereft i but fince my arrival, I have been

«< fnriHE ftate of tifairs here U m 
JL follows. You were pleaied to 
intimate to me» that I ihomld examiiie 
the accounts of Mharajah Ramnarain^ 
in confequeace of which, I s^>pointed 
Mharajah RajebuUub' to examine the 
iaid accounts in the pi^noe of Colonel 
Coote ; and iient word to Mharajah Ram- 
narain of the refolution taken by the 
council ; he replied, that he would con- 
fider upon it, and gire an anfwer ; and 
for four or five days, Mharajah Raje- 
buUub conftantly attended the Colonel, 
in order to examine the papers. Yefter- 
day Ramnarain made this anfwer to the 
Colonel ; " I will not oppofe the order 
of the council, and now, that you fay, 
the Nabob is my mafter, I will attend 
upon and confer with him/' Laft night 
the Colonel came to my tent, and told 
me, that he had received no orders from 
the council for the difmiffion of Ram^ 
narain ; that I might make a fcrutiny 

into 
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into his accounts, and if he was conr 
vided of any mifcondudl, and the coun- 
ciFs orders fhould authorize it, he fhould 
be difinifled, but without this, it could 
by no means be done : and Mr. Watts 
came to me with Rajebulltib in the nanoe 
of the Colonel, and propofed the con- 
firmation of Camgar Cawn, with many 
other demands, and £dd iieveral umber 
coming things, which I think not fit to 
repeat; in £hort, I have no power in 
any one affair of the government. The 
Colonel defired me to go into the * Kel- 
lah. How can I go to the Kellah with- 
out any authority, and whilft my enemy 
is in full poffeffion ? When I talk of go- 
ing to Moorfhedabad, he replies, that 
Shuja Dowla is at hand, and adds^ that 
I pay no regard to his words ; I anfwer, 
" In the name of God, in what inftance 
have I been, or am I deficient ? Do you 
take the provinces of Bengal and Bahar 
into your own hands, and make me ac-» 
countable for all that I have received 
thefe /even months paft." But nothing I 

fay 
* Thp palace within the city. 
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fay is complied with ; I have no reliance 
on any one but you, and none elfe can 
conduft my affairs. There is a Juft de- 
mand on Mharajah Ramnarain of large 
fums, on account of the laft four years. 
If I make an enquiry into his actounts^ 
1 fhall receive a large fupply of money ; 
notwithftanding this, I remain here wea- 
ried out, and involved in vexations. The 
army murmurs on accoimt of the dear- 
nefs of grain, and the fiibjefts arc re- 
duced, by their diforders, to the moft 
fatal extremities. This * wretch fits 
liere fomenting diffentions, and giving 
my life and fortune a prey to my feepoys. 
Por God's fake let not go my hand in 
the middle of the fea, but affift me as 
you have always done ; and write, in the 
moft preffing terms, to the Colonel, and 
fend an order of the council, that he 
oppofe not the removal of the Naib of 
this place, and leave the country now in 
my hands. After this, I will finifh all 
the accounts.

J* \7[rE.hope your advice has had 
Vy fome efFe<a upon Ramnarain* 
It feems^ however, by his delays in fet- 
tling accounts upon the footing dirciffajd 
in our joint letter to yourfelf and Mr. 
McGwire, dated the 17th of laft month, 
that he is endeavoring, by evading the 
delivery of his accounts, to preferve 
his own authority of the Subahfhip, 
and prevent the Nabob from coUeft- 

. ing any money. It is neither equita- 
ble nor expedient to fufFer any more 
of the revenues to be loft ; but while 
the old accounts are under examina- 
tion, let the Nabob place his own peo- 
ple to colled: all the growing rents, and 
to call the Zemindars to account for 
their balances ; and let Ramnarain's 
power be fufpended until his accounts 
are fettled \ and a computation of the 
rents tranfmitted us, with the Nabob's 

propo- 
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propofals> for our determination, as dc^ 
fired in our before-mentioned letter. 

The fpeedy execution of this is the 
more neceffary, as our only dependence 
for fupplying the army with money i^ 
from the Nabob's balance of about eight 
lacks, which we have defired him to pay 
to the chief and council at Patna ; but 
which, in his letter to the Prefidjent re- 
ceived laft night, he fays it is impoflible 
for him to do, or indeed to pay his own 
troops, until his Aumildars are put in 
pofleflion of the growing revenues, and 
he is fully fupported in calling Ramna- 
rain to an account for his adminiftration> 
as well as coHcdting the balances due 
from the Zemindars. He adds in the 
fame letter, ** I have not now the power 
of colle<5ting a fingle rupee/' 

In another letter received at the fame 
time, and of which inclofed is a copy, 
he fpeaks of ah application made to him 
in behalf of Camgar Cawn, and other 
recommendations of the fame nature ; 
he complains of the unbecoming man- 
ner in which thefe applications have been 

made ; 
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midej and rcprcfciits the bad cfFeds 
luch protcftions have upon his autho- 
rity. As he leaves us in the uncontroul- 
ed pofleffion of the countries made over 
to the Company, fo neither ought wc 
tp interfere in his difpofition of thofe 
remaining under his jurifdi<9ion ; nor 
indeed, is it confiftent with Ac treaty 
fubfifting between the Nabob and the 
Company, or the good government of 
the country. You will be pkafed to let 
the Nabob fettle all the affairs of his de- 
pendence as he thinks fit 5 and only grant 
him, upon his application, fuch mili- 
tary afliftance as he may require, and 
the ftate of Our army permit." 

Copy of a Letter frcm the Nabob Aj Mr^ 
Vanfittart. Dated June 16, 1761. 

^' C INCE the arrival of Col. Coot?, 
^ agreeably to your direftions, ef- 
teeming his will worthy of my princi? 
pal attention, and regarding our mutual 
friendship, I have never been deficient 
in a<3:ing 'agreeably thereto. After his 
arrival here, he fpoke to me in the fol- 

. lowing 
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lowing manner concerning the King'^ 
aiflfkirs; ** that as long as he fhould remain 
here, I fhould confent to allow him a 
lack of rupees monthly for his expences; 
and that when he fhould go to Delljr, I 
(hould confent to difmifs him with twelve 
lacks of rupees and a few troops." Thefe 
articles, for the Colonel's fatisfadtion, I 
was under a ncceffity of confenting to ; 
and Fwent lo his Majcfty, and iold him 
I .would be anfwerabk ibr tibefe condi- 
tions; but he would not content to it. 
Afterwards the Colonel direfied me to 
pay, bcfides what I before gave him, 
fifty thoufand rupee$. Agreeable thef-e- 
fore to the Colonel's defire, I gave him 
the faid fum by the means of Mharajah 
Ramnarain, befides what I piid before. 
His Majefty made no ftay hcr«, but de- 
termined to proceed to Delly, and is now 
on his march that way. When his Ma- 
jefty^was departing, I fpoke to the Co- 
lonel concerning the obtaining of the 
funnud ; but he was not fatisfied, and 
forbad me. I was under ^ neceffity of 
acquiefcing in his pleafure, and defferred 

it. 
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it, nor mentioned it agaia. Roy Sbita* 
broy, who is appointed for the negotia-^ 
tion of affairs at his Majefty'scourt, always 
endeavors to throw things into con&- 
fion : I frequently defired the Colonel 
to difmifs him as an incendiary^ and ap-> 
point anot][ier in his place> but he.would 
not liilen to it. Ever fince the Colonel 
came here, to this time^ I have regard- 
ed what he iaid and dired:ed, as of the 
greateft importance; and have done every 
thing according to his will> in order to 
gain his friendihip ; I have looked upon 
every thing he faid as of the greateft 
confequence, making it a principal point 
to eftablifh a friendship between us, and 
to gain his affeftion. According to the 
rules of friendfhip, I have obferved all 
the cuftonia and forms in entertainments; 
of eating and reciprocal vifits more at- 
tentively and more heartily with him, 
than I ever did with any other perfon. 
In every refped, I have done every thing 
to pleafe and fatisfy him, and entered in- 
to mutual engagements with him i not- 
vidthftanding which behavior, he ha«. 
Vol. I. P not 
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mx cofti^ted to a finglb thng ^t I 
hmt reqvidlad of him. Agreeabfy ts& 
what 70U' wrote to me ferraerly concern*^ 
m% Mkffajah Ramnafain's ali^s, I

Itftb to exaoiine the accounts^. Gc^xom 
An*ee Cawn^ tanA the faidMhafajafe, weirt 
backwards Hid forwards to die Kelfti ibf 
ifteen or fixteeit ds^ together; but 
Kamflaratii neither gave them a fingfo 
paper^ nor a writer to aMead fihem.

Judging it abfolutely neceiTaiy to 
put a flop, as foon as poffible, to ftidi 
dangerous animofities, as feemed to 
threaten the country with a new war, 
I loft no time in laying before the coun- 
cil, the reprefentation I hiad received of 
this infult oflfered the Nabob, by Colo- 
nel Coote, and requefted them to apply 
an effedual remedy to fuch diforders. 
The following is a copy of my letter de- 
livered into council, the 26th of June. 

Gentlemen^ 

'*^ TT is with the utmoft concern I 
X lay before you two letters, receiv- 
ed laft night from the Nabob, contain- 
ing a detail of fome late occurrences at 
Patna, which ferve to (hew how much 
the prefent happy tranquility of thefc 

provinces 
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pffivkur^Sfiittbrcatened by the, effcds <^ 
tke violfi^t^ejudipes, which were taken 
i»p fooftraliteff the late Nabob Jaffier Al- 
2fipOiJfj[n jrefigned his government, and 
.^ve b^n fo induftrioufly propagated 
ever fince. 

The urgency of the prefent circum- 
ftances, will not allow me time to enter 
into a detail of the feveral fads, which, 
ivhcn coUeifled, will ihew the truth q£ 
what I have above afferted; fuch a de- 
tail (hdM be my next work ; and I will 
engage to prove, that thofe prejudices 
are the foundation of the prefent dan- 
gers. But firft let us endeavor, as far as 
in us lies, to remedy the diforder, and 
guard againft thefe dangers. 

I SAY as far as in us lies, becaufe our 
future orders may perhaps be as little 
regarded as our paft. If the officers 
conuQandiDg our troops had attended 
to the iaftrudi<^ns we fent them,, the 
difputes at Patna had not continued till 
this time, nor been carried to fo dange- 
rous a length. 

0^3 Ramna- 
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Ramnaraim the Naib, or deputy c^ 
that province, has been ever remarka- 
ble for his Capacity m the arte and in- 
trigues of this country. He foo» dif*- 
covered how many had taken upi prcju^ 
dices againfl the prefent Nabob Coffim 
i^lee Cawn, and who they were; he 
had a long account to fettle of his three 
or four years adminiftration; and fou^t, 
with too much fuccefs, to engage fuch 
as he knew to be already biaflcd againfl 
the Nabob, to flipport him in refufing 
or evading the rendering an account of 
his adminiflration. 

CoMPLEAT tranflations of the Na- 
bob's two letters ftiall be laid before 
you at our next meeting. As yet they 
have pafled under no eyes but my own ; 
becaufe I think it highly neceffary we 
fhould conceal, as much as poflible, from 
the world, the extreme ill ufagc which 
the Nabob has received. Thanks to his 
moderation, and his entire dependence on 
our juftice and good faith, the open hof- 
tilities, which feem to have been intend- 
ed, were for diat time avoided ; what he

Tnis^ gentlemen, is the fubftance of 
the Nabob's letter, dated the i6th of 
June. The other, of the 17th, con- 
tains tl\e relati<3n of a fad, yet nK>re fur- 
prifing and alarming* (Here follows the 
account of Colonel Coote's behavior, in 
the Nabob's camp, as related in the Na« 
bob's fecond letter already entered.) 

This, gentlemen, is the fad as relat- 
ed in the Nabob's fecond letter, to which 
he adds a ftrong reprefentation of the 
ill effefts, which fuch an affi^ont put up- 
on him^ muil have on his reputation in 
all parts of India,, and even among his 
own people 1 and he concludes, with re- 
quiring juftice to be done him. 

No account ci this affair is yet ar- 
rived from the Qolohel 5 but along with 
the Nabob's letters I received one from

This account of the fituation of af- 
fairs at Patna being read in the council, 
occafioned very ferious refledions; for 
indeed there was great reafeh to fear, 
that as Colonel Goote had proceeded to 
fo great a length againft the Nabob, fome 
other aggravation would have happen- 
ed, and open hoftilitifes have enfaed. 
:And as the King's departure from Patna 
fome days before had made it needlcfs 

to 
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ta keep fo large a force diete; dierefbi't 
to prdreat ftlrthcr difputes with the N«i 
h^f it was determined by die majoritjr, 
tint Coload Coote and Major Carnac 
^ould be ordered dowti to Calcutta^ 
leariiixg only four companies of infantry, 
and two battalions of feepoys, undertime 
command of captain Carftairs^ the ienior 
.officer of the Company's troops there, 
after major Camac; and that captain 
Carftairs fhould a£t entirely under thb 
1 orders of Mr. M^Guire, the chief of the 
fa^ory* Meffieurs Amjratt and EUis 
gave it as their opinion, that Colonel 
Xoote ihould have the choice of coming 
down to Calcutta, or remaining at Patna;^ 
but as this would not have removed the 
danger wlutdi threatened the province, 
from the ill-will thofe gentlemen bote 
againft the Nabob, the motion was over- 
ruled by the majority, Meffieiirs Vad- 
fittart, Sumner and Smith.

'* TN the poflicripc of ny ktierof tke 
^ 1 3th inftanty I acquaiated yon of 
die Nabob's having been with me j and 
by the coAverfation I had whh him^ Ra^ 
jdmllttb and Golam AUee Cawn tb^ 
day, I had all the reaibn to exped:, that 
I ihould £x» have his affairs iettled to 
ihe fatiefedtion of every bo^, ond my 
owfi credit. I likemfe infofintd you, 
of his agreeing to proclaim the King 
this day. He aik^ me, Mdiether it 
would not be ^oper for him to cone 
into the Kella on dbis ocea^A ? I told 
him^ it was a very proper ft^, md what 
I bad long wUhtA for, as by that means 
I could be oftener with hkn Aan my 
health would permit me now. Upon 
wfaich, he faid he would come in on 
WcdneOay the 17th ; and aflced me, if 
I would pay him a vifit that day upon 
his arrival ? I replied, that I would with 

plcafure; 
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fileaiaf^; and that i ivould Hk^vife wait 
Oil him the morning he imcoded pitSM. 
ckimihg Ae King^, receive & drds from 
him; aftd proceed in paUic with him to 
the Moique 5 and told him, that as. I had 
WTMd to all Zemindars of the country; 
to come in and fettle thdraccoonts with 
him» and had promifed to write to tht 
King by the Vakeel) I thought ^e more 
jAiWic we appeared together^ it would 
have the great» we^t in tran£tding 
his a8uirs j on thi« occ^on the Nabobs 
and hiis attendants above-mentioned^ er- 
^refled their fatisfadtion in the ftrongeft 
terms. 

He then aflted me to have our fee* 
poys taken off the gates of die city. In 
anfw^r I toldhim, it furprized me Jbe 
fhould ftill harp on that fobjefi, as I had 
before given him foffident reafont oi 
their utility; and added, that dic^feo. 
•poy* were a part of his anociy, and under 
die command of captain Robertfon, and 
were thtrefbrc ready to obey his ordersj 
that the dire<ftions I had given captain 
Robertfon were, that they fliould flop 

nobody 
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nobody belonging to the Nabob from 
paffing and repaifing into the city» only 
not to deliver the gates to an armed force 
without my order> and to keep their poft 
quiet. That he had himfelf often de« 
clared he had no conmiand over his own 
forces ; and that it was very well known, 
that thoie very forces had formerly an 
intention (and were near putting it in 
execution) to plunder the city; that at 
this particular time I had but very few 
troops with me, and therefore, for his 
fccurity as well as my own, I could not 
be too much on my guard. He like- 
wife afked me, if he fliould bring in 
fome of his principal people to refidc 
with him ? I replied, by all means : 
they then took their leave feemingly ve- 
ry well fatisfied. 

I HEARD nothing from him after- 
wards till the 15th at night, when he 
lent me by one of his Chubdars a let- 
ter (the copy of which I now inclofe you, 
together with others relative to the tranf- 
aftions here) requiring an immediate an- 
fwcr. The method gf his fending the 

letter. 
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letter, and the purport, of it furprifed 
me not a little, and I fent for Golam 
AUee Gawn, who was then in th^houfe, 
to come to my room> and afked him^ if 
he knew the purport of the letter I had 
Juft regeived from the Nabob. He faid, 
that before he left the Durbar, he heard 
there was a letter to be fent ; and by what 
he could find, he thought a very impro- 
per one after what had paffed at our laft 
meeting, and wiihed, that the Nabob 
had better advifers i I told him I wifhed 
fo too, and that I thought it muft appear 
very odd, after I had wrote that morn- 
ing to the King, and that I had fent 
circular letters to the Zemindars, to 
come and fettle their accounts with him 
as Subah, to have the ceremony of pro- 
claiming the King performed, in the ca- 
pital of the province^ by his fervent, a 
Gentoo, whilft he, a MufTulman, re- 
mained in his camp in the neighbor- 
hood. This affair feemed to me to be of 
fuch confequence, that I defired to have 
nothing more to do with meffages, but 
defired to fee himfelf next day. When 
Vol. !• R I was 
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I was informed diat the Nabob would not 
come ; and by intelligence, that he had 
moft of his Jemmatdars in cohfultation 
with him ; I, at night, fent to captain 
Robertlbn, to keep a good look out, and 
fee that no raifchief was done ; and I 
likewife lent Hircarras into his camp, to 
obferve what pafled, and bring me an 
account. At midnight I was acquaint=- 
ed, that their guards were doubled, and 
a greait ftir among them. This I find, 
i)y the following expreffion of Golam 
Allee CaWn, Was partly occasioned by 
toja Gregory, which he has fincc dropt 
in company with Mt.. Watts, that he 
was not afraid to tell Coja Gregory, at tlife 
time he Was ordering it, that it wotfW 
te pfodtidtiVe of no good, atnd muft 
give bffence to the Colonel. Next morn- 
ing, in order to be better Acquainted h6**r 
things went, I thought it necfeffary to

As I havcnqt heen the firft perfon^

jfl»c,.on^QOUnt of proclaiming the King,

^fore now fc][ated to the Board, had I 
R z looked 
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looked on it as an affair of any confi> 
qucnce to trouble them with ; but as a 
common occurrence, I related it m my 
private correfpondence with Mr, Van- 
fittart (in my letter of the 19th of June, 
to which I beg leave to refer you) 
whofe weight with the Nabob, as it 
feemed to me, might have been fuf- 
ficient to fettle any little points of vari- 
ance. But to my great furprize, the 
moft fcandalous cqnftrudtions are put 
upon all my actions, and the greateft 
fdfehoods, no fboner propagated than 
credited ; which word has any weight, 
will evidently appear by the letter be- 
fore-mentioned, and what follows. 

On the i6th of June in the evening, 
having had different reports brought me, 
concerning the Nabob's proceedings, I 
told captain Eifer, I intended paying him 
a vifit next morning, to endeavor tofet- 
. tie matters with him ; and at fuppcr 
time, defired that gentleman to order the 
troopers, and my ufual attendants, to be 
ready a little after day-light. About fix 
o'clock next morning, I fet put from 

my 
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my quarters to the Nabob's (which Ls 
about two cofs) with about twenty-five 
European cavahy, and one company of 
fcepoySp which happened, at that time, 
to be a fewer number than ufually at- 
tended me, when I went upon public 
vifits ; and I fent Mr. Watts on before, 
to let the Nabob know I was coming to 
wait on him. By the time I arrived at 
his tents it was nearfeven o'clock. The 
Nabob I find accufes me of going, in a 
violent manner, through his tents ; on 
the contrary, the place where I alighted 
from my horfe was near the Durbar 
tent, and the place where I always had 
alighted ; .and upon feeing Mr. Watts, I 
afked him where the Nabob was ? Who 
replied, he was afleep in his Zenana; 
and as I had reafon to fufped: from my 
intelligence, the laft twenty-four hours, 
that his intentions were not thi5 beft, I 
therefore alighted, took mypiftols put 
of my holftcrs for tny own fecurity (as 1 
feldom ride with a fword) but declare 
they were not cocked ; and I affirm, that 
I went no further than the Durbar tent^ 
R 3 where 
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Where I (at down for a Ktdc timfe j €Sip 
fending the Nabob did not conie, 1 iii^ 
fired captaih Eiftr to ofxler two trobpersj 
to fee that ho body of troops came in ai 
the back part of the tent j and I noW 
fleclare, that ho one was jplaccd >on hil 
jKenana. As the Nabob did Atft comci'l 
Went away ; and for the reft of Ais ^-^ 
fedr, I refer you to my letter to the t*re- 
fident. 

The Nabob further accufes hie, bf 
having endeavored to oblige him to make 
up matters with Camgar Cawn, and iHt 
Cumickpoor Rajah. I declare, 1 ncVcr 
mentioned tliem to him in any other 
light than that, if he could not by any 
means take them, to m^e up ma'ttefs 
with them ; and that I particularly Ye- 
Jufed to fee their Vackeelsj and never hid 
iny correfpondence with them, ibtrt fey 
two letters, which I wrote A'em by ^ 
Kabob's defire 5 copies of wliidh ^ave 
been tranfmitted to the l^refident. Wifli 
regard to the Dinagepoor people, I was

with rattans almoft to *dcath. TU» 
ibocking piece of cruelly, not being 
fought fufficientt he was put in irons» 
and remained i^ that fituatjk>n» till Mn 
Batfc», thro' his humanity, with diflfkul-^ 
ly, by his intcreft, got him freed from 
his fhackles ; but the poor old man ftill 
continues a prifoner. As to Myrza Kel* 
ly AUee, I never mentioned him to the 
Nabob, nor has any body done it by any 
^luthority from me. The only perfon^ 
whofe intereft I urgcd,^ was the unhappy 
brother of Meer Jaffier, with whom I 
was formerly acquainted, and whom I 
found, on my journey to Patna, at Ra-? 

I 
begged the Nabob to do fomething for 
him ; and he ordered him one thoufand 
rupees per month, chiefly through the 
jnterceflion of RajebuUub, who, by my 
requeft, ufed his intereft on that Qcca^ 
fioni but that poor man has not profit-^ 
ed by this in the leaft, having hitherto 
pot received a fingle rupee. As ther^ 
ivas a report fpread, that the Fougedar 
of Hoogly was to be turned out, Mr,

Watts mcntiondl, in a private difcourfe 
with Rajebullub, that if thd Nabob 
would give that poft to Nundcomar, it 
might be the means of obliging fome 
gentlemen, whofe friendfhip might be 
Acceptable to him i and this was really 
hinted firoiti a friendly view towards the 
Nibob. 

The public character I was in, o- 
bliged me to receive petitions, and to 
hear the complaints of every one. I 
therefore could not do lefs than inform 
the Nabob of them ; but fince I found, 
that any applications through me were 
the fure means of hurting the poor peo- 
ple who complained (the Nabob having 
declared publickly, that whoever appli- 
ed to the Englifh was not his friend) I 
afterwards prevented their troubling me 
with their petitions." 
^ Wh e t h e r ' the Nabob's account of

WHEN the orders for Colonel 
Coote's and Major Carnac's com- 
ing to Calcutta . arrived at Patna, thd 
Major Was attending the King, widi a 
detachment, which was direi^ed to efcort 
him to the limits of the province. Dur- 
ing this march, the Major applied to the 
Rilig for a confirmation of the Coni- 
fafty's grants and privileges, but in a 
iiile, and with expreffions, which tend- 
ed 'to deftroy the Compan/s infltiehce, 
Stnd the effefts of the fervices which they 
had afforded Mm, by refting the whole 
merit ot thofe fervices upon his. own 
perfon and authority. TTiis the King 
reftifed, tut with the elufive pretence^ 
that he would grant them, whenever a 
propet perTon fiiould be fent with the 
irfti^l tril)ufeto receive theto* At the 
ikmetime, he made ^irohrntary offer of 
the ^ewatmee xH ^e three provinces to 
the Company, tipoii the fame conditions.

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^pear8 diat it was folicited; nor had 
Major Camac any authority or orders to 
follicit fuch a grant ; which could have 
only fcrvcd to render the breach between 
the Nabob and the Company ftill mxx» 
irreparable. 

T H 1 8 is not the only inftance of Major 
Camac's eagernefs to raife his own im* 
portance above the level of his fupeH- 
ors ; it could only be by his advice the 
King addreffed h^s letters^ fome to the 
Governor and Council jointly, but moft 
to the Council only, without the Gover*- 
nor. An addrefs, as contrary to the cuf- 
toms of India, where they have no idea 
of more chiefs than one, as to the Com- 
pany's eftablifhed order and method, 
which has always been for the Governor 
only, to carry on the country correfpon- 
dence. The Major, although he apr 
proved of this innovation, when it Icf- 
fened the authority of the Governor, 
yet could carry on a correfpondence with 
the King in his own name, and promif- 
ed to continue the fame after his arrival 
in Calcutta, The fame arrogance and 

felf- 
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<fi£lf-op]intQn> and the fame tendency to 
'fubvert all the order of government, 
and to keep up the fpirit of party, appears 
Xn many of Major Carnac's letters to the 
Governca: and Council; nothing could be 
better calculated to that end, than his * 
f ematks upon, the orders fent him by a 
miajority ; and what elfe could be the de^- 
iign of thofe remarks ? For he could not 
4>e ignorant, that in all councils, and 
particularly in all the Company's govern^ 
^ments, the orders of the majority are to 
be receded as the orders of the whole 
Board. It is true, that Major Carnac 
was too much encouraged in thefe iji- 
fults, on the authority of the Board, by 
fome of the members themfelves, who 
not only vindicated all his opinions, but 
afforded him an argument to difrefpeft 
their orders, by figning their diflents to 
'4he orders themfelves, inftead of minut- 
ing them in the confultations ; an inno- 
vation as dangerous, as contrary to the 
Tules of the government they belonged 

to.

quefls, that the indulgencies thereia 
mentioned may be granted to the Com- 
pany. He has not fufficiently confider- 
ed, that it is the fervices of the Nation 
and the Company that fhould be plead- 
. ed and recorded on all fuch occafipns, 
in order to increafe their refpefl: and re- 
putation in foreign countries ; fuch pleas 
may be ufed in favor of that Nation and 
Company in future times, when thpy 
have any thing to apply for, which is a 
relpe<ft that will not be paid to any per-

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fonal fervices. And further, that all 
thofe indulgencies he has applied for,

our ihtferpofition, throws off his refped; 
to his mailer, and confequcntly fhuts up 
all the ways of accommodation. Every 
one that has been admitted under fuch 
proteftion, from the beginning of Jaffier 
Allee Cawn's government, may be quot- 
ed as an inftanee bf the truth of this ob- 
fervation. We enjoin you, therefore, 
not to interfere, direCtly or indireftly. In 
any affairs of the country government, 
or with the people belonging to it ; but 
when the Nabob applies to you for the 
affiftarice df any of our forces, to befent 
to any part of the country, under his 
jarifdidion^ for the execution of any 
'icrvice, you are to take the opinion of 
U 3 the 
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the afiker commanding our troof^i, vAtt* 
thef the force under bis coitimand M 
fufficicnt for the cxecutionf of the ftnrice 
propofed> or what part of' it is requifita 
to be fent. If he judges this fofcc fiiffi- 
€itnt> yon are to diredk hira t6 proceed, 
and do his utmtfft for the execution of 
the faid fcrvice > or it flic whole force i« 
n6t neceflary, to fend fuch a detacbmeift 
ar he judges fufficicnt. Biit if the com- 
manding officer fiiould give his opinion, 
that the force, under his command, i6 
not fufficicnt for the execution of the 
propofed fcrvice, then you are to tranf^ 
mit to us the moft fpecdy intelligence, 
that we may fend you a reinforcement. 
After the Nabob's departure from Pat** 
na, you are to give the fame afllftance to 
the Naib or Deputy^ he may leave ihfere, 
for the management of the affialrs bf hts 
government. ' 

Debate upon the foregoing Ir^ruBions,.

T>^R. Smith is of the fame opinion. ' 
Major Carnac thinks, that Mr. El- 
lis fhould be a judge of the nature of 
th^ fervice, as well as the fufficicncy of 
the force required for that fervice. 

Mr. Amyatt thinks, that the putting 
-our chief at Patna, with the troops com*- 
mitted to hie charge, under the orders 
of the Nabob> is diflionorable to our 
mailers, an indignity to the Board, and 
an unprecedented cafe till the chief- 
(hip of Mr. M'Gwire i when Mr. Ariiy- 
att diflented to it, in the proceedings of 
the Select Committee the i8th of June.

Tha 
clotffe couI4 not be denied, he confeifed 
that be fead bou^t the ialt-pctre, aad 
fin: dM life of th^ Nabob. But as tha 
fide privilege of purchafing that article 
ip the Bal^r province had been granted 
by aperwaaoah from the former Nai» 
bobt smd confirmed by the prefent t» 
the Company^ this was deemed an in** 
fringement of the English rights^ equi<«> 
yalent to a robbery^ aad was termed fuch^ 
Rajah Rajeb^ljub, th« Naib of Patna, 
repeatedly and t^arneftly iblUcited Mr. 
Ellis's deoaency ia behalf of the unhap- 
py delinquent j but his remoaArancos

the duftuck, yet this was imde ufe of 
fts an aggravation of his formv oSkaoi 
and a frefh proof of the Nabob's difre«^ 
gard of our privileges, and the iniblence 
of Armenian authority. I wiih I could 
add, that the blame of this proceeding 
had been confined to Mr. Ellis, nor re- 
ceived a fandion from the Bo^. True 
it is, that they declined infliding any 
punifhment on him themfdlves. By their 
orders he vrzs remanded to Patna, and 
from thence (after a confiiiement of 
three months, and a journey of above, 
900 miles, with all the horrors which 
the profpeA of an ignominious d^th, 
or at Icafl: the lofs of his ears, could give 
him) was delivered over to the Nabob, 
who was defired to punifli him. 

How fcvcrely the Nabob felt the ef-

I s H A L L conclude this article by ob- 
ferving, that though every argument was 
yfed to make good the charge againft 
Shujan Singy and the teft it was put t^ 
ended entirely in his favor. Yet not the 
feaft fatisfa&ion or apology was made to 
the Nabob» for the indignities which had 
been offered him ; on the contrary, oc-^ 
caiion was taken, from his complaints 
againft Mr. Ellis, to lay a frefli charge, 
ajgainft him, of difaffeftion to the Com- 
pany, and a diftruft of the Englifc 
honor. 

Whilst this affair was in agitation 
jthother difpute arofe, which for brevity 
I {hall relate in the words of Rajebul*- 
lub, as contained in die two following 
letters*

A horfe belonging to Mr. EUis^ 
thief of the Englifh faftofy, was paf- 
fing by the eaftern gate into the Kella/ 
ti CofFree, who commanded the feepoys 
belonging toGoorgheen Cawn, and w;hQ 
had the command of the gate, afked the 
horfeman, whom the horfe belonged to x^ 
iThe man refufed to tell him the owner's 
name, and gave him ill language. Up-< 
on this provocation, the CofFree took* 
hold of the horfe*s bridle and ftopt him.. 
The horfeman drew his dagger upon 
him, which the CofFree feized and took 
from him. The horfeman went to Mr^.

;a[nd carry the CofFree before him. Onf 
intelligence of this, I called the feepoys 
of the factory, and the CofFree before mt^^ 
ahd enquired into the afFair in prefencCr 
oF the Hircarra of the factory. It ap- , 
peared, that the fadl was as Ihave ire-. 
lated it. Afterwards fpeaking kindly to

the ai£urs of the government fu&r in- 
dignity, and I am not impo wered to do aoy 
thing without 3^ur commands; I re-* 
queft you will ^)eedily fevor flae with, 
your orders upon this aflFair^ that I nmj 
zGt accordingly."

At lengtK 
the chief declared, that if the Coffree 
WJbS not fen t;, it would be treating him 
widi cOfitcrapt ; and if he' was fent, for 
one inftant only, he {hould fee immedi- 
ately difmifled. To-day therefore the 
Goffr^e was fent. The chief, enquiring 
the occafion of the diflference, told him, 
he ^forgave hkn his ofience, and at the

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fiunetime diibii£fedhim>and withdrawing^ 
the fccpoys, called them hotne. At pre- 
fent there are no fcepbys at dris phure/*

Copy of a Letter from Mr. Ellis to the 
Governor and Council. Dated Janua- 
ry 26, 1762. 

•• UROM the late frequent interrup- 
tions given to our bufincfs, I am 
neccffitated to acquaint you of the ge- 
neral difregard fhewn to the Englifh duf- 
tucks throughout the country, but more 
particularly fo in thofc parts where the 
Armenians have any influence. 

In purfuance of our honorable maA 
tcrs orders, per Lord Mansfield, a quan- 
tity of turmerick was purchafed near 
Mow, which when ready I fcnt a duf- 

tuck 
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t^f^ for, but ta little purpofe ; for Coja 
A^tooa (th?e prifonerfent ^Calcutta) de*, 
clarcd Aoim ^e<a 5 and had the inib- 
liBOce Jta^e.oo; huxUelf und^r the fcal 
of one Coja'fjfcgory, alias Goorgheen. 
Q^vm^ an Armenian, which I have now 
^ hop0r tQ indofe you. Upon my afk-> 
iog htm,- how he dared prefume to give, 
it duiluck^r the Company's goods ? He 
replied, ^. to prewntr their being ftop-^: 
ped, whidi mine would «irt have donc^^ 
becaufe we are not fufficiently known.'* 

I HAVE frequently complained to the 
Nabob of thefe infblenees, and have 
conftantly received evafivc*and diflatif- 
faftory aniwers ; once, iodepd, on are- 
prefcntation made him .at the inftance of 
Mr. .George, Qray, he fent me a letter 
for Meer 3heer Alice, the Purnea Naib, 
i«hich hie iijfwiTied mp, was an prder to 
give every ajliftance.to the gentleman re- 
fiding at MaJda; but I find it proved of 
00 efife<3:, a* I fuppofc Mr. Gray has air 
ready acqu^ted you, - 

M R^ Howit has had two boats, with 
a duftuck, flopped in the Purnea coun#* 

Yoh. h Y try. 
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try, for near three months ; and there 
arc many nK)re, on different parts of thc^ 
river, in the fame fit nation. This difse-^ 
gard of ^e duftuck, may be attended 
with the worft confeqt^nces to the Com- 
pany's bofinefs, as well as private mer- 
chants ^ I therefore fubmit it to your 
determination, whether (fince the Na- 
bob feems to allow of it) it would be 
mpft eligibk for us to puniih ieverely 
any who may impede the carriage of 
merchandize, having an Englifti duftuck."

ington, and Howit) to the Governor 
and Councih January 28, 1762. 

<* QOME days ago Mr. Smidi, bc;- 
^^ ing at Mow, informed the chirf 
from thence of one Cpja Antoon, ^at 
Armenian, having feized five maunds of 
falt-petre, and fent it to Mongheer ; in 
confequence of which, a party of fee- 
poys was detached to bring the.Arpieni^ 
an prifoner to this faftory. On being 
examined, he acknowledged the fa£t, as

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likewife Ac inclofed letter, in anfwer to 
one which our gomaftah wrote to him 
on the fubjedt. 

Having not the leaft proifped of any 
redrefe from the Nabob for thi^contempt 
of the perwannah, we have thought pro* 
per to fend the Armenian under a guard 
to Calcutta $ not doubting, but that yoii 
will caufe fuch a punifhment to be in* 
fli^ed on him, a« may deter others from 
the like praiSices in futuise/*

*^/^OJA ANTOON, anArmeni* 
V-^ a«i, boTfi at Delly, refiding at 
Mulky^ ofl behalf of Sedderam, the Na* 
ib of Cpja Gregory (who rents eight 
gauts in that part of the country) hav* 
ing bcien fciiccd and fent down by the 
chief and cd*incii at Patna, for having 
prefuined to give a duftuck for goods 
belonging to the Company, which had 
before their own proper duftuck ; like- 
Y « wife 
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wife for taking from ri^e Gotopany^s ♦ 
Nunneas five maunds of pctre^ j being 
brought before the Board, was (hewn 
the duftuck which he gave with the 
goods, and the letter he wrote to our 
gomaftah, regarding the five maunds of 
falt-petre, and afked, whether he wiDte 
them, and what were his reafonsfor fo 
doing ? 

CojA Antoon acknowledges die 
duftuck and letter to have been wrote 
by him ; and declares, that he did not 
tear or take away the Company's duf- 
tuck, but only took a copy of it, and 
returned it with a duftuck, under the 
feal of Sedderam, to enable the goods 
to pafs the gauts belonging to Sedderam; 
that it was always the cuflx>n\ to do fo, 
and that he did the fame with the Na- 
bob's. With regard to the petre, he 
fays, a Nunnea^ belonging to the Sircar, 
came from the oppofite fide of the river, 
in order to purchafe ten rupees worth of 
petre ; that he thereupon fent for one of 
the Company's Nunneas, and defired 

him 
* The people who work the falt-petre. 
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him to let the other have the petre ; to 
whieh he readily confented J that as footi 
as the petre tvas obtained, he fent the 
Nunnea> belonging to the Sircar, with 
the falt-petre'acrofs the riVer, accompa- 
jqied by one of his own fervants, to pre- 
vent his being flopped. 

The Board being of opinion, that 
upon the whole, Coja Antoon has taken 
upon himfelf an authority which he has 
no right to f and it being requiifite, that 
he be made an example of, to prevent 
others from the like pradices in future ; 
but as he i^ a fervant of the govern- 
ment's, . it properly belonging to the Na- 
bob to challife him : 

Agreed he be fent to Patna under a 
guard, and -that the gentlemen there de- 
liver him tp the Nabob with, a letter,

Extract of a Letter from Mr. Ellis to 
the Governor and CounciL Dated Fe* 
bruary 13, 1762. 

** A Company of fccpoys was detach- 
JLIL cd down the river, in queft of 
deferters ; of which I apprized Rajebul-* 
lub, and defired an order for the fer- 
jeant of the party to be admitted to 
iearch the fort of Mongheer, This he 
aiTured me was fent down ; but the fcr- 
jeant, on his arrival near Mongheer, hav- 
ing difpatched a mefTengcr to defire adU 
mittance, received an anfwer from one 
Sbujan Sing (Coja Gregory's dqputy) 
that if he did not keep out of the reach 
of his guns, he would fire on him 1 and, 
at the fame time, he poftcd all his peo^ 
fie round the walls ; upon which the 
ierjeant, who had pofitive orders to giva 
no offence to any perfon whatever, went 
about two cofs off, where he remains* 
with his party, in the utmofl diftrefs for 
|)rovifi9iijj. Sbujan Sing having forbid 
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any to be fold them, I have not yet or- 
dered them baek, becaufe there is certain 
advice of four of our deferters being 
concealed in Mongheer fort. This, gen- 
tlemen, is another inftance of Armeni- 
an infolence.** 

^ra^Jlatkn of a Letter from the Nabob 
to the Governor. Conf. February 22, 
1762, 

^* 'TpHIS day, which is the 19th of 
-*• the month Rejub, I have heard 
by a letter from Shujan Sing, Naib of 
the fort of Mongheer, and from the ad- 
vices of my Hircarras, that two or three 
companies of feepoys were fent out by 
Mr. Ellis, the chief of the factory at Pat- 
tta, on the report of fome foldiers who 
had deferted from the faftory, to the eaft 
of Patna; who accordingly arrived on 
a fudden, near the fort of Mongheer, 
and marched againft it, but finding the 
-gates fliut, they furrounded the fort. 
The Naib of the place faftened all the 
gates, and fat within in fear of his life 
^md honor. I am ignorant what provq- 
Y 4 cation 
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cation has ioduced the gentifeinan to fefid 
feepoys to attack the fort of Monghcorl 
I have ever regarded the ibkmB and ia^^ 
cred obligations of the treatty, ishieh 
fiibfifts betvyrcen us ; and ha^ife, ianp ki- 
ftancc, failed in any of the duties of 
friendfhip. But why you, gentlemen, 
in defiance of the treaty, fhould thus 
commit hoftilities againft my fort, and 
my fervants, I cannot conceive. De- 
pending on your juftice, und the incli-^ 
nation which you have (hewn to befriend 
me, in all my affairs, in conformity 
with the treaty, I have wrote you of 
this affair, and fend you the advices a- 
bove-mentioned for your information. I 
am here taking fuch meafures for regu- 
lating the concerns of this quarter, as 
you might approve of, and have flation- 
cd men in the forts and tannahs. If this 
is contrary to your inclination; intimate 
it to me, th^ they nray be recalled. 
What neceffity was thcr^ to fend an 
armed force againft my. people ? What- 
^ ever you judge advifeable and proper on 
this occafion, do you determine, and in-

. P. S. Mk. Ellis having wrote to ine, 
and^equefted a perwannah to Sheer Allec 
Cawn, not to flop any goods ; I have at 
this time received advice, that for a

^raced and carried away Coja Anto^n, 
the Aumil of Punchmala Perganah, in 
the jurifdii^ion of Mongheer, aprifoner 
to the fa<aory. The anfwer, which on

•* 'TT^HIS day being Sunday, the 27th

by horn to the charge of the affkirs of 
I\inchmala, &c. in the diftriftsof M<Mig- 
fceer, was feized and carried away by a- 
bout four hundred Europeans and fbc^ 
poys in the Englifli fervice, who were 
difpatched to that place. The affair is 
ihis^ It was reported, that he had bought 
% finall quantity of falt-petrc, which he 
was accufcd of having plundered from 
the fadlory. I was going to fend Golaum 
Mahomed Cawn to enquire into thia 
affair; when Bya Sedderam again fent 
me word, that they had brought Coja 
Ahtoon to the faftory. Accordingly, I 
Ifent Golaum Mahomed Cawn to Mr. 
Ellis, the chief of the faftory, to repre* 
fent to him, that Coja Antoon was a 
roan of credit, and entrufted with affairs 
of great confequence under the govern'* 
ment ; and that to treat him in fo vio- 
lent a manner was improper ; that if he 
would fend him to me (which was pro- 
per) I would examine him. But this he 
^would by no means confent to 5 but re- 
|>lied> that the man had done great pre- 
judice 



Judlce to the bufinefs of the fadory^ aaii 
that he would put him in irons, and 
fend him to Calcutta. I again lent 
word, that he ought to fend the faid 
Coja to mc } and if Mr. Ellis had any 
claim upon him> it fhould be debated 
before him. He anfwered, ** I will 
neither releafe him^ nor fend him to you^ 
but he fhall not be ill treated." I have 
wrote this for your information^ and 
wait your orders regarding this affair/' 

Co0 of a Letter from Shujan Sing ta 
Dewan Sedderam. 

^^ npHIB day, being the 13th of tht 
^ nkonthRejub, in tibe aftemoi»t 
fit company of Englifli troops arrived and 
encamped firft at Suffiabad ; about tw© 
hours afterwards, leaving Sufiiabad, they 
centered Mongheer by the road of the Ba^ 
'Zar, and paifing near the eaftera gate, cai»e 
•at once into tl^ garden, which is a gum- 
ihot to the iKwth of the fort, in a trca^ 
cherous and defigning nctanner, and there 
pitched their tents* As I was upon my 
guard in the fort, they could not fiir- 

prize 
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pri^tf it, but went into the gardteii, and 
placed guards af ound the fort. Their de- 
fign i$ certainly to deal trcach^roiifly by 
as, though what their motives are cannot 
be known, nor have they dechrfcd theoi^ 
felves. As their force is final}, tfasy 
have wrote to their chief, that the fort 
is fo well fecured, that they cannot at- 
tack it ; but if a reinforcenaent be fent 
them they will ftorm it. For this rea- 
fott I write to you to acquaint you, that 
there is no danger from one or two com- 
panies 5 but if the chief of the fadtory 
at Patna fhould fend a large force to 
their afliftance, it will not be in my 
power to oppofe them. We are but one 
hundred new raifed burkundafles, with 
the feepoys and peons which belong to 
the garrifon, and are ready to facrifice 
ourfelves to the fervice of our matters. 
As you are in the place of my com- 
mander, I requeft you will difpatch two 
or three hundred good men fpeedily by 
water to my affiftance. I fhall do my 
duty, but you know that I have but a 

few 



fi5W mea with me, aad I before repre-* 
feated^s io you, I r^queft a fpeedy 
oiifwer, and a fupply of three or four 
thoufand bullets, and fome lead« If thQ 
latter arrives I can make bullets. What 
happects hereafter I wUl advife you ofw'* 
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
